THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER IS 
MORALLY, II NOT LAW- 
FULLY RESPONSIBLE 



To the Editor of the Star: 

Some few weeks ago it was my 
privilege to be invited to a meeting 
of the Winchester Legion and pro- 
ceeding my little movie exhibition I 
heard a discussion relative to a fund 
of $1200 which the boys have man- 
aged to scrape together, 

It occurred to me then, what if in- 
stead of the monument down across 
the pond, there had been established 
a permanent fund of $50.000,' 10 the 
income of which could he used for the 
relief of World War Veterans, who 
might I"' in distress or need. 

The fact that I was away in Eu- 
rope or some other place does not ex- 
cuse me from a certain responsibility 
« > f what my fellow townsmen did at 
n town meeting. 

If I am nol presenl an I the people 
vote $1,200,000 for new school houses 
or $1)0 for the pound keeper's salary, 
I am required to pay my proportion- 
ate part of the taxes just the same. 

No group of people could get to- 
gether op a suitable memorial of 
utilitarian value, so the townspeople 
took the easy way through the back 
door and not wishing to pin them- 
selves down to an additional cent of 
taxes, which they knew they'd have 
to pay, voted "to let George do it" 
and raise the $50,000 by popular sub- 
script ion, 

In my own home, if it conies to a 
question between a needed new fur- 
nace and a desired oil painting, and 
we cannot afford both, the heater 
e;ets the right of way. 

Frankly. I wasn't in favor of any- 
thing but a memorial which would be 
of use, especially as there are any 
one of a half dozen types, which 
would have been and still are needed. 

I know that you'll say, "But what 
could we build with $50,000?" Not 
much. I'll grant, but if we had gone 
out for a half million for a town hall, 
or more or less for a library, a gym- 
nasium, an athletic building, or an 
aviation field, the people would have 
raised the money by push and pull 
and today we would havV a suitable 
and worth while memorial instead of 
an inanimate piece of bronze, which 
no one pays much attention to. 

I didn't contribute to the fund for 
the monument, because I didn't be- 
lieve in it, much as I love things ar- 
tistic and beautiful, but I shall, to 
ease my conscience, unless the town 
does the right thing. 

The people voted the monument 
and apparently many who voted 
failed to come across. It certainly 
isn't! fair for Mr. Parkhurst to spend 
out of his po< ket 35 or more thousand 
dollars, nor Mary .tones ten cents, 
and the resl of us non-contributors 
get off Scott free. 

There's only one way for the Town 
(>f Winchester to clear its skirts of 
this disgraceful affair and that is to 
Incorporiiti in the tvxt Town War- 
rant an item of $50,000 to pay for the 
Memorial the ami unt to be spread 
upi n the tax tolls and the money paid 
back to Mr. Parkhurst and the other 
cont ributors.

WINCHESTER BOYS DROWN IN 
HORN POND

another football night 
of Winchester Post, 97, 
Legion, Wednesday even- 
i the Legionnaires were 
an intimate talk upon the 
great fall sport by "Jimmie" Knox, 
for many years a member of the Har- 
vard coaching staff and long the head 
of the Crimson's very efficient scout- 
ing system. With "Jimmie" as the 
guest of the I J o:-t was "P>ob" Burlen, 
widely known radio announcer at 
Station WEEI. who also entertained 
the local veterans with his rapid-tire 
address dealing with things "back- 
stage*' in the radio game. 

The meeting was transferred from 
the Li gion House on Washington 
street to the IIi(. r h School Assembly 
Hall and the entire school football 
squad, with Coaches Wendell D. 
Mansfield and R. V. Hayward, invited 
to attend as guests of the Post, Un- 
fortunately few of the boys availed 
themselves of the opportunity offered 
to hear a recognized football authori- 
ty, a varsity basketball game with 
Salem High School at Salem being 
the conflicting date. 

Seated on the platform of the as- 
sembly hall with Comndr. W. Allen 
Wilde and Vice-Comndr. Richard 
Parkhurst were "Jimmie" Knox, 
"Rob" Burlen, former School Com- 
mitteman Robert F. (iuild and "Joe" 
Pendleton, Dean of football officials. 
Rufus H. "Rufe" Pond, coach of Win- 
chester's championship eleven of 
and a present member of the Harvard 
football coaching staff, was also 
among the guests and there were sev- 
eral ex-service men present who were 
not members of Winchester Post. 

A brief business meeting was pre- 
sided over by Commander Wilde who 
then called upon "Rob" Guild, him- 
self a former Harvard coach and 
player, to introduce "Jimmie'' Knox. 
Mr. (iuild touched briefly upon the 
latter's long record as a coach and 
scout, and aroused the laughter of 
his hearers when he alluded to 
"Jimmie" as never having coached a 
team defeated by Yale. While Mr. 
Knox is widely known in sporting 
circles as coach of the Harvard sec- 
ond team. Mr. Guild explained that 
he had made his chief reputation as 
a scout, one of the most important 
individuals upon the entire football 
roster. 

Mr. Knox spoke intimately of 
football, stressing first the impos- 
sibility of anywhere nearly covering 
the subject. His point of view, that 
of a coach and scout, was one differ- 
ent from that of other speakers up- 
on the sport whom the Legionnaires 
had heard on previous occasions. He 
limited himself to a few of the more 
important phases of the game and 
emphasized the advantage which the 
specialist in football has over the 
boy who can do nothing especially 
well, vet is a good till around player. 
He spoke of the fame won by "Vic" 
Kennard, Harvard drop-kicking star 
who defeated Yale in 1908 with a 
field goal, and urged high school hoys 
lo perfect themselves i n kicking, 
passing, interfering, etc., that they 
might more easily win recognition 
from varsity coaches who often over- 
look the mere plodder. Mr. Knox al- 
so emphasized the need for better 
grounding in fundamental football 
among high school boys, stating that 
many a college coach has to waste 
valuable time teaching new men 
barnyard football which should have 
been assimiliated before college is 
reached. An interesting statement 
was that to the effect that boys are 
today coming to college in poorer 
physical condition than that attained 
before the ownership of automobiles 
became general. The speaker urged 
hi| listeners to walk ami run more 
as the first step toward better health. 

After an extensive blackboard talk 
on some of the technical problems 
met by the coach, such as adantinir 
the defense to certain types of offense 
and the difficulty of getting men out 
of the line to form interference. Mr. 
Knox went rather deeply into college 
scouting which tie favors strongly. 

He likened a team without the as- 
sistance of scouting to a group of 
boys told that they must take ex- 
aminations, yet kept in iirnnranee of 
the subjects in which thev are to be 
quizzed. Mr. Knox stated that most 
college scouting was done strictly in 
the open and that everywhere hostile 
scouts were will treated by coaches 
and players who do everything Pos- 
sible to' make it easy for accredited 
visitors. 

Following Mr. Knox "Joe" Pendle- 
ton was introduced and snoke brief- 
ly relating several ' amusing annec- 
ih tes collected during bis many 
years of officiating all over the 

country. 

At this point the meeting ad- 
journed to the Legion home where 
refreshments were served before 
"H b" Burlen was introduced by 
Commander Wilde. 

Mr. Burlen proved himself a fine 
impersonator and a master enter- 
tainer, relating humorous stories one 
so closely upon another that his 
audience was soon in hierh spirits. 

He stated that he could not go in- 
to the technical details of radio 
broadcasting tut was willing to 
answer any other questions which 
might come to mind. Several were 
shot at him at once. Among them 
was the querry as to why the big 
broadcasting hook-ups persist in us- 
ing Graham McNamee for snorting 
events when he apparently is not 
well acquainted with the technical 
side of athletics. Particularly was 
McNamee's broadcast of the Stan- 
ford-Pitt game on New Year's Pay 
criticised. 

In reply Burlen stated that the 
radio companies gave the people 
what they wanted and that a ma- 
jority Would rather hear McNamee's 
chatter about the crowd and setting 
for games than to have the actual 
playing of them accurately recorded, 

The speaker closed his remarks 
with a discussion of the trend in ra- 
dio programs and the reasons for 
certain tvnes of entertainment.

Augustine Rosa and Daniel Harri.'an 
Broke Through Ice While Skating 



Winchester's reception to the New- 
Year was tinged wjth sadness when 
it became knmvn through' 
that two boys, Augustine Rosa, 16, of 
24 Glen wood avenue and Daniel llar- 
rigan. 13, if 21 Glen wood avenue, had 
been drowned Sunday afternoon in 
the waters of Horn Pond in Woburn 
while skating on the cove at the 
southern extremity of the lake near 
the pumping station of the Woburn 
Water Department. 

The two boys were accompanied by 
Joseph Shea, 13, id' 17 Glenwood ave- 
nue and James Geoghegan, 13, of l':; 
Glenwood avenue. James Rosa, 15, 
brother of Augustine, was at the pond 
but had not ventured onto the ice. 

In most places throughout the cove 
the ice was several inches thick but 
here and there were thin places, some 
of which were barely frozen over, 
was onto two such thin spots, about 
75 feet apart, that first Harrigan and 
then Rosa skated, both hoys being im- 
mediately precipitated into the icy 
water. 

They came to the surface quickly 
"id called for help, managing to kei 
themselves afloat by clinging to the 
jagged edges of the ice. Geoghegan 
and Shea, finding themselves unable 
to help, went ashore while James Ro- 
sa ran quickly to the pumping sta- 
tion where he informed engineer Ed- 
ward Pollard and fireman John O'BH 
en of the accident. The two men ob- 
tained a ladder and some rope, hasten- 
ing to the cove where the two hoys 
were still clinging to the ice, calling 
for help. 

Starting out over the ice, the weight 
of the men began to tell and it was 
left for the lighter James Rosa to 
worm his way out inch by inch with 
the ladder. Approaching his brother, 
who was the nearer, James attempted 
to get the ladder into a position where 
it could he grasped by the rapidly tir- 
ing lad. Several times as the former 
worked his way along Augustine's 
numbing hands slipped from the ici 
and just as James had reached a place 
where he could seize his brother's 
hands Augustine lost his grip and 
sank from sight. 

Wasting no time, James at once 
turned his attention to young Harri- 
gan but once again his courageous 
attempt at recue came to late, Dan- 
iel being unable to maintain his grip 
upon the ice until he could be reached. 

While the attempt at rescue was in 
progress a teli phone message from 
the pumping station brought a fire 
department ladder truck, with firemen 
John Council. Clarence Kerrigan, John 
Quigley, John McMaster and mechani- 
cian John McGann. They laid a bridge 

of ladders from the shore to the holes 
where the boys had disappeared, but 
were unable to do more. 

Policemen arrived, and an alarm 
from the pumping station brought the 
rest of the Fire Department. Boats 
were obtained from a boat house at the 
end of the lake, an I loaded on trucks 
of the Horn Pond Ice Company. Fire- 
men, under the direction of Chief 
Frank E. Tracy and Capt. Michael Cu- 
neo, went to work with axes, cutting 
a channel from the shore for the boats. 

In the first boat, after the channel 
lad been cut. went Police Sorirt. W. 
Henry Sweeney and patrolman Arthur 
A. Fay and mechanician Jack McGann. 
They soon discovered that the boat, 
unused for two and a half years, when 
boating on the pond was stopped, was 
extremely unseawort hy. 

Bodies Found Quickly 

However, despite the momentary 
danger of the boat going under, the 
firemen and police continued at their 
work. Meanwhile, firemen and police 
were cutting another channel for a 
boat in which Capt. Patrick Flaherty 
of Entrine 1 and Ladderman John 
Connell went out. 

Both boat crews used drags. Th 
first crew out soon found the body of 
Rosa, and not long afterward the s ,,,._ 
ond brought up the bodv of Harrigan. 
Meantime, a big crowd had gathered, 
with main- hundreds of cars parked 
along Arlington road, Lake avenue, 
Cove street ami Woburn Parkway. 
With a combination of squall and 
snow storm, conditions were very had. 

Augustine Rosa, the elder of the 
two victims, was born in Cambridge, 
son of Nicholas and Theresa Rosa. He 
came with his parents to make his 
home in Winchester several years ago 
ami wns graduated from the Wad- 
leigh Grammar School last June, be- 
ing employed at the time of Irs death 
in a local store. Jb> was a member 
i f St. Mary's Church. Surviving, be- 
sides h ! s parents, are two sisters, 
Commella and Ida Rosa, and two 
brothers, Anthony and James Rosa, 
all of Winchester. 

Daniel Harrigan was the son of 
John C. .■on! Ellpn Harrigan and was 
born in Winchester He was a pum'l 
in the Wadleigh School, where the 
flag wts tent at half staff in his hon- 
or until after the funeral on Wednes- 
day He was a member of th" Jun- 
ior Holy Name Society of St. Mary's 
Parish 'and also attended St. Mary's 
Sunday School. Besides his parents 
he is survived by thre" sisters, Cath- 
erin '. Josephine and Mary Harrigan, 
and by two brothers John and James 
Harrigan. all of Winchester. 

Funeral services were held for both 
boys on Wednesday morning with 
h'trh mass of reouiem celebrated in 
St. Marv's Church. Rev. Fr. George 
H. Quig'ev officiated at the mass for 
young Harrigan which was at 9 
o'clock while Rev. Fr. John P. Sulli- 
van was celebrant at that for Rosa, 
one hour later. The latter was hur- 
ried in the City Cemetery, Cambridge. 
Harrigan's interment took place at 
Calvary.

Acting on Tip. With Arlington Offi- i 
cers, Gel Wanted Young Bandits 

The chance recognition by a young I 
man of a former school-mate, fol- ! 
lowed by some effective police Work | 
on the part of Winchester and Arling- 
ton authorities led to the arrest at 
midnight Tuesday in Arlington of two 
heavily armed young men whom the 
local police connect with a series of 
robberies which have taken place on 
or near High street during the past 
few weeks. 

The young robbers were arrested by 
Sergt. William H. Rogers and officer 
John Hanlon of the Winchester Po- 
lice with the assistance of officers 
Thomas Curran and William Burns of 
the Arlington department in Arling- 
ton center not far from the fire sta- 
tion on Massachusetts avenue, after 
a futile effort to locate the first 
named at their respective homes. 

At 11 o'clock .Tuesday night police 
headquarters here wa* notified by the 
Arlington police of a holdup alleged 
to have taken place on Hutchinson 
road in Winchester, a lonely section 
on high land not far from High 
street. As in the ease of previous 
hold-ups throughout the same district 
a motorist had been robbed while his 
machine was parked, by two men 
armed with revolvers and a flashlight, 

Lieut. John Harrold, who was in 
charge at headquarters, dispatched 
Sergeant Rogers and officer Hanlon 
in the police Ford to investigate. A 
careful search of the vicinity of the 
crime disclosed nothing and the two 
policemen hastened to the Arlington 
police station in search of further 
evidence. 

Arrived there they were told the 
story by one of the alleged victims, 
Paul Dalton of Arlington, who stated 
that he had been parked with a young 
lady friend on Hutchinson road at 
about 10:45 when his machine was 
approached by two young men. 
Throwing the rays of a flashlight into 
his face and showing a revolver they 
demanded his money and that of his 
companion. Dalton gave them his poc- 
ketbook and some jewelry, the robbers 
overlooking a large sum of money 
which he had loose in his pocket. The 
young lady, as th.' men approached 
the car. placed her diamond ring in her 
mouth and was nut molested by the 
bandits. 

Following the robbery the men dis- 
abled Dalton's machine and left in a 
F'ord roadster. A (dose search result- 
ed in Dalton's finding the part which 
had been removed from his automo- 
bile and he was soon able to start the 
motor. Making all baste he drove to 
Arlington where he told his story to 
the police. He added that while he 
was being robbed. h( thought he had 
recognized one of the bandits as a 
former schoolmate of his and named a 
young man who made his home in 
Arlington. 

Accompanied by Dalton and officer 
Thomas Curran of the Arlington po- 
lice Sergeant Rogers and officer Han- 
Inn drove in the police Ford to 4.10 
Massachusetts avenue where the 
young man named by the victim of 
the robbery was said to live. There 
it was learned that man in question 
was not at home but was known to be 
in the company of a second young 
man whose parents lived nearby. 

At the second house the police were 
told that the son of the house made 
his home on Lewis avenue in Alding- 
ton and that he chummed habitually 
with the first youth wanted for the 
robbery 

On their way to Lewis avenue the 
police stopped on Massachusetts ave- 
nue near the Arlington Fire Sta- 
tion for a word with patrolman 
Burns of the Arlington department. 
The latter informed them that the 
tiro young men for whom they were 
searching were in a nearby lunch cart 
and had parked their machine not far 
from where the police were standing. 

As officer Burns pointed out the car 
it backed away from the curb and 
swung into Massachusetts avenue 
heading toward Harvard square, 

Sergeant Rogers quickly drove the 
police Ford directly in the path of the 
approaching machine and ordered its 
driver to stop. 

As the latter did s 0 officers Hanlon. 
Curran and Burns surrounded the 
car and quickly got its occupants out 
onto the street where they were ar- 
rested by Sergeant Rogers and officer 
Hanlon. 

The young men gave their names as 
George Rider of 410 Massachusetts 
avenue. Arlington, anil Robert I.an- 
eell of I,cwis avenue. Arlington. They 
gave their aire as 19 years. A search 
of their persons disclosed a .38 cali- 
bre revolver and six loose cartridges 
on Langell and a carton of .38 cali- 
bre cartridges, a flashlight and other 
burglar's paraphernalia on Rider. At 
the Arlington police station a further 
search of Rider brought to litrht a 
German automatic revolver in a 
shoulder holster concealed under his 
clothing, Rider was identified by 
Dalton as the man whom he had 
"ocoomized while he was beinc robbed. 
The former is said tn be well known 
in Arlington where he had formerly 
boon employe I in a garaire. 

Th" two robbers wero taken to the 
\Yi»,. n -.ut >- Po'ice Station where thev 
Wore boo' bv Lieutenant Harrold, 
charged with robbery at night while 
armed. 

Tn th" District Court at Wobirrn 
Wednesday morning Justice Jesse W. 
Morton found both robbers for ar>- 
oearance before the Grand Jury, bonds 
being set at $11,000 each. Both Rider 
and I.an-rell were committed to jail 
at East Cambridge later in the dav. 

In the lijfht of subsenuent develop- 
ments the capture of the two young 
gun-men may be looked uoon as one 
of the most imnortant in local polic 
circles for ronie time, with the f'll! 
extent of its importance yet to be de- 
termined.

Large congrega- 
tions have attended his preaching, the 
church has grown in membership and 
nourished in its several departments 
of work. Between pastor and church, 
there has existed a closeness of fel- 
lowship rarely attained, creating ties 
the severing of which are genuinely 
regretted upon both sides. Mrs. 
Browne has been a strong supporter 
of her husband in bis work. Her 
genius in music as leader of the choir, 
vocalist, and a finished performer up- 
on organ and piano giving her high 
position in the church, no less than 
in the wider musical circles of the 
city. Their going to a Massachusetts 
field will be followed by the regrets 
and deep affection of both church and 
community." 

It would appear that the local Bap- 
tist Church has secured a man of 
promise and one who will appreciate 
the large opportunity that there is 
offered him here for a great construc- 
tive program. 

Benjamin Patterson Browne, was* 
born in Wiscasset, Me., in 189,1, and 
atended the public schools of New- 
ton and Boston and the Hitrh School 
at Clinton. Mass, He has also taken 
courses at Boston University and Har- 
vard University. He has bad three 
pastorates: his first at Bath, where, 
because of his youth, he was known 
as the "Boy Prat her;" second at Ban- 
gor. Me., and third at Rockland, Me. 
As a result of his work ofie young man 
has been led into the ministry during 
each of these three pastorates: — dur- 
ing his Bath ministry. Rev. A. Bern- 
ard Webber, now pastor at Milton. 
Mass.; during bis Bangor mini-try, 
Rev. LeRoy Campbell, pastor at 
Southboro, Mass.; and during his 
Rockland ministry. Rev. Havener 
Cassens, pastor at North New Port- 
land, Me. While at Bath, Me., the 
Deering Men's Club Room was built 
as a memorial to G. (I. Deering, a 
prominent Bath shipbuilder. While 
at Bangor the church nearly doubled 
in membership and at Rockland. Me., 
hi' has baptized 215 during the seven 
years. The church has been renovated 
and a new organ installed at an ex- 
pense of about $30,000; a summer 
conference was started by him. bring- 
ing distinguished scholars and preach- 
ers to Maine. 

His wife. Rachael Sprague Browne, 
was born at Cliftondale, Mass. After 
her graduation from the Giris' Hiirh 
School at Boston she attended the 
Gordon Bible College and also took 
up music at the Faelten Pianoforte 
School and was a vocal pupil of My. 
ron W. Whitney of Boston. For a 
time, she fas soloist at the First Bap- 
tist Church in Brookline, Mass. She 
formerly was state secretary of the 
Maine World Wide Guiid and for four 
yeare served as one of the directors 
of the Bangor Y. W. C. A. and at 
present is one of the directors of the 
Rubenstein Club of Rockland. Me.

The town of Winchester appropriat- 
ed $200 in support of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service, through 
the trustees for county aid to agricul- 
ture, for 1927. Following is a report 
of the work accomplished during the 
year. 

The agricultural work carried on 
this year has largely taken the form 
of farm visits, giving personal service 
wherever requested. In addition, cir- 
cular letters have been sent out from 
the county office giving timely infor- 
mation on the spraying of orchards, 
the care of home gardens, poultry 
management, etc. 

In home-making a series of home 
improvement meetings have been or- 
ganized; a large group of local wom- 
en are interested in this project. Mil- 
linery and furniture renovation meet- 
ings were also conducted, which were 
well attended. 

In the boys and girls 4-H Club 
work 41 boys and girls were enrolled 
in room beautiful, clothing, garden 
and canning clubs. Miss Mildred Ben- 
son, Senior in the High School, served 
as a local leader, very efficiently as- 
sisting Mrs. Ruth Howe from the 
County Extension Service office. Mil- 
dred Benson, who is preparing for 
college, was the State canning cham- 
pion in 192"). 

Margaret O'Connor was awarded 1 
a special prize in the Room Beautiful 
contest. Kenneth Benson did outstand- 
ing canning club work. Charles Esch- 
bach was awarded a two-day trip to 
the Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege for outstanding club work. The 
canning club exhibited their products 
in the local store of Richardson's 
Market. 

In addition to the local work Win- 
chester citizens attended the county 
picnic and the annual meeting of the 
Extension Service he-Id in Waltham. 
and county-wide meeting in fruit 
growing, poultry, and dairying were 
made available to those interested. 

The stories of two boys in Win- 
chester — one a member of the garden

Kenneth Benson of the Wadleigh 
School seventh grade, is an 11 -year-old 
boy who is made of material from 
which great men often grow. In 1926 
he enrolled, at the age of 1". as a first 
year canning club member, the only 
boy among about 20 girls. In watch- 
ing his sister, who was the 1925 can- 
ning champion in the Stale, he had 
received the impression that quality 
was the most important point in good 
canning so he set out with that as his 
watchword. Slow? Yes, but pains- 
taking care went into every jar that 
he packed. As a result he was a con- 
sistent blue ribbon winner throughout 
the fair season that fall. In 1927 he 
enrolled again and with the experi- 
ence gained the previous year he in- 
creased the number of jars canned 
threefold, again winning several prizes 
at exhibits. 

Like his sister, who was enrolled as 
an eight-year club member in 1927, 
Kenneth plans to go on year after 
year, always improving his former 
record. It is a persistence of this 
sort that counts the most in whatever 
occupation a hoy or girl may have.

The Junior Red Cross in the 
schools has proven in its many ways 
the worth of its motto, "I Serve." 
L'nder the supervision of Miss Blanche 
Pratt, every grade in the elementary 
schools has participated in preparing 
material sent to hospitals and to 
those sick at home. Christmas and 
Easter boxes have been sent to sol- 
diers in foreign lands, in the Philip- 
pines and Cuba. The Mississippi 
and Vermont floods gave opportuni. 
ties for the pupils to respond to the 
call of needy children in these dis- 
tricts. The response was generous 
and whole hearted. In countless ways 
the ideals of health, helpfulness and 
courtesy have been upheld. 

The Junior Red Cross in the High 
School, under the direction of Miss 
Helen Bronson sponsored the at- 
tendance of many girls at the Red 
Cross Home Hygiene classes held 
during the winter under the chair- 
manship of Mrs. Lisle Burroughs. 
Twelve of these girls completed the 
course satisfactorily. On June 15, 
Mr. Quinn presented these young 
girls with their Red Cross certifi- 
cates. He commended the Winches- 
ter Chapter for this opportunity giv- 
en the High School students, and 
Stated that plans were already be- 
ing made for attendance at classes 
to be held in 1928, It is of interest 
to note that one young lady who com- 
pleted this Home Hygiene course en- 
tered the training school of the Win- 
chester Hospital in September. 

The Life Saving activity of the 
Red Cross was a project of the High 
School for two years, when classes 
were formed and many passed the 
Senior and Junior tests. There art- 
four accredited Life Saving "Ex- 
aminers" in Winchester, namely: 
Richard Clark, Wendell Mansfield, 
Harry Bridge and Margaret New- 
man." The "examiners" are prepared 
and have the privilege to teach Life- 
Saving according to the high stand- 
ards of Red Cross. They mark pu- 
pils as to their al ii it v and pass on 
them. The standard of Red Cross 
Life Saving is recognized by sum- 
mer camps as the best and in many 
camps the swimming instructor must 
be an accredited examiner. Al four 
of our examiners have done this work 
in summer camps. An examiner 
must have a license issued by head, 
quarters at Washington renewed 
each year. This license is counter- 
signed by the Chapter Chairman, 
thus keeping tho Chapter in touch 
with the Examiner's work. There is 
no fee for this renewal other than a 
yearly membership in the Red Cross. 

The work of production, under Mrs. 
Cinton K. Seymour has demonstrated 
that the Winchester Chapter not on- 
ly meets the quota requested but far 
exceeds it. During the year, cloth- 
ing has not only been sent to parts 
distant but has been supplied to the 
Veteran's Hospitals at West Rox- 
bury, Chelsea. Rutland and the Nav- 
al Hospital in Newport. Thirty Christ- 
mas hags were made and filled for 
the regular army, and sent to the 
Army Base in New York for distri- 
bution. Through the kindness and 
busy fingers of Mrs. Mosoly, a Win- 
chester resident over 90 years old, 
seven children's sweaters were made 
and given to needy children here in 
town. 

Publicity has. been of real neces- 
sity this year, due to the several dis- 
asters, the extra drive for funds anil 
the various activities arising there- 
from. This has been ably handled by 
Mrs. Henry K. Kit ts and many 
columns of space in the Star were 
generously contributed by Mr. Price 
Wilson.

During the past 15 years the use 
of gas in industry has steadily in- 
creased until at the present time the 
monthly consumption is approximate- 
ly 400,000,000 cubic feet. Gas is used 
in thousands of manufacturing opera- 
tions requiring the use of heat. 

In Milwaukee a gas furnace 190 
feet long treats 25 tons of male-able 
iron castings each days. 

Syracuse, New York, has a 385-foot 
continuous carburizitig furnace said to 
be the largest in the world. 

Toledo, Ohio, has 24 continuous fur- 
naces in a large automobile plant. Op- 
erations include annealing, hardening, 
earburizing, and heating for forging, 
the consumption of gas being 60,000,- 
000 cubic feet a month. Other auto- 
mobile manufacturers use gas exten- 
sively in annealing forgings and cast- 
ings. 

In Detroit, gas used for steel heat- 
ing amounts to 85,000,000 cubic feet 
a month. A carburetor company uses 
4,00(1,000 cubic feet a month for an- 
nealing eastings. Stee-1 makers are 
using gas extensively for heating steel 
prior to forging. 

The American Gas Association is 
spending $10,000 for research w ith the 
University of Michigan to determine- 
better ways of using gas in steel- 
making. 

A wire manufacturer in Worcester 
uses 1,250,000 cubic feet of gas per 
month for heating and 1,000.000 cubic- 
feet per month for galvanizing. An- 
other win- manufacturer in Trenton, 
N. J., uses 1,500,000 cubic feet a 
month for hardening and annealing. 

Twenty-nine gas-fired furnaces are 
used in the production of nickel in- 
cluding the operation of smelting, 
forging and rolling, as well as an- 
nealing. 

In the foundry business, gas ovens 
for baking casting cores are used in 
many places. 

A brass company in Toledo uses 12,- 
000,000 cubic feet a month for brass 
melting. 

In St. Louis, Rochester and Milwau- 
kee, gas is used extensively for bak- 
ing enamel in the making of ceramics. 

Stove manufacturers are also big 
users of gas for baking enamel on 
parts eif stoves. 

(i;rs is also used extensively in 
the manufacture of glass. Columbus

tural gas per month. 

In New Haven, Conn., gas is used to 
heat an 18,000-pound galvanizing fur- 
nace. 

In Milwaukee. Rochester and Co- 
lumbus, gas is used in the baking of 
japan enamel or lacquer. 

In the cutting of metals gas in being 
extensively substituted for the more 
volatile and expensive acetylene. 

In Amesbury, Mass., gas is used in 
the manufacture of automobile bodies. 

The textile industry in Pawtucket, 
R. L, uses gas extensively in various 
operations. 

In St. Ix>uis, Mo., gas-fired ovens 
are used in the baking trade, consum- 
ing a total of 15.000,000 cubic fet>t of 
gas per month, at a cost of 40c pet- 
thousand pounds of bread. 

Columbus, Ohio, has a special au- 
tomatic, continuous douehmit fur- 
nace, with a capacity of 19,000 dozen 
doughnuts daily. 

Haverhill. Mass., use's gas for con- 
ditioning shoes in material less time 
than bv older methods of heating. 

In Boston, Mass., gas is used as 
heat for oil circulation heating sys- 
tems in chemical plants in the treat- 
ing of chemical oils, and for heating 
asphalt used in insulation, and in the 
manufacture of roofing paper.

Never, in the- history of the Red 
Cross, has a year been so filled with 
disasters. In March, 1927 news of 
the Japan disaster came. Early in 
April the Mississippi Flood shocked 
the world. Close em its heels came 
the St. Louis tornado — several mi- 
nor tornadoes followed. Then in No- 
vember, the Vermont Flood brought 
terror closer to our New England 
consciousness. The stark realization 
of "who next?" brought the thought 
that if Winchester should be visited 
by disaster, bringing death and de- 
struction, the Red Cross should be- 
first on hand with help and comfort. 
This feeling of comradeship with 
these in distress surely must have 
prompted the splendid response to 
the drive for relief funds for t he- 
Mississippi flood victims. The quo. 
ta reejuested from Washington was 
$1590. In three days, due to im- 
mense, imme-diate need, this quota 
doubled. In a week's time, by means 
of efficient pubicity and soiciting our 
original quota was reached. Five 
hundred dollars was voted from the 
Treasury to be aelded to this sum. 
In a short time the final total of 
$3756.25 was raised and sent to 
Headquarters. 

In this recent New England Flood, 
no drive for extra funds was 
launched, but voluntary contributions 
were accepted. Winchester Chapter 
again voted $500 from its Treasury 
to be used for relief work. To date 
$446 has been voluntarily subscribed 
making a total of $946 which was 
sent promptly to relief headquarters, 
A. R. C. 

The annual Red Cross drive, of 
which Mrs. J. F. Ryan was chairman, 
has been completed; $2157 was re- 
ceived, representing 1937 $1 mem- 
berships.

THE FORTNIGHTLY NOTES 



A large audience assembled at the 
Fortnightly meeting last Monday af- 
ternoon in pleasurable anticipation of 
forgetting a bad bit of New England 
weather in a trio through "South 
America of Today." conducted by Mr. 
Albert Leonard Squier, a lecturer en- 
thusiastically remembered in Winches- 
ter for his beautiful pictures and in- 
teresting narrative in a former lec- 
ture here. 

Mr. Squier has studied, photo- 
graphed, ami painted South America 
for 15 years, and is obviously in love 
with his subject. He sees all things 
with an artist's keen perception for 
form, color, and significance — the 
breath-taking dramatic contrasts of 
the Andean peaks in sunset light and 
shadow, exquisitely effective in his 
handling of the slides; the cultured 
grace and magnificent dignity of the 
architecture of South America's great 
cities; the picturesque aspect of the 
Indian, sometimes forming a bit of 
lovely color with faded garments and 
brilliant baskets of fruit in the blaz- 
ing southern sun, sometimes pathetic, 
humbly serving as a beast of burden; 
and, in contrast, the solemnity of 
mute ruins, bespeaking a grandeur of 
past achievement, of a culture so an- 
cient that it is as lost in mystery as 
the face of the moon. 

South America is a land of telling 
contrasts very effectively shown by 
Mr. Squier. Leaving the United 
States, the audience was conducted, 
with a brief stop at Jamaica, quickly 
through the Panama Canal to a "west 
coaster," a long, narrow steamship 
which was to conduct them down the 
Pacific coast of South America, an 
arid shore that receives no rain, but 
for perhaps once in 2d years. 

After touching at Paita, in north- 
ern Peru, we disembarked at Callao 
and went inland to Lima. There we 
went up the Oroya road, a marvelous 
railroad engineering: feat, which, by 
means of switch-backs and tunnels, 
ascends to the great copper mines and 
to a final height of 15,865 feet. 

Back to the sea, skirting the coast 
to Mollendo, we there proceeded in- 
land again to Arequipa, where the 
Harvard observatory is located anil 
saw a most lovely peak, El Misti, pure 
in line as Fujiyama, with a crown like 
tire in the sunset glow. Here also, 
remote in "the ceiling of South Amer- 
ica" we saw the ancient fortress, Sac- 
sahuman, silent witness of achieving 
men before the dawn of history. 

Over Lake Titicaca. highest large 
body of water 111 the world, we 
steamed to visit La Pas, capital of Bo- 
livia, and thence to the great seaport 
of Valparaiso, second only to San 
Francisco on the western shores of 
our hemisphere. We went inland to 
Santiago and crossed the Andes by 
way of the wonderful new trans-An- 
dean tunnel, two miles through a 
mountain. It led us out into the Ar- 
gentine to Mendo/a. whence for two 
days and nights we travelled over fer- 
tile pampas plains, level as a floor, to 
Buenos Aires, capital of the Argen- 
tine and chief port for a cast country 
of immeasurable future opportunity. 

We sailed up the Rio del Plato, and 
back to Montevideo. Urugay's capital, 
very English in character. North- 
ward we proceeded along the coast to 
Santos and Sao Paulo. Further in- 
land we visited great coffee planta- 
tions at Campina. and returned to 
the sea to take ship for the final city 
ef our trip, Rio de Janeiro, unrivalled 
by any city of the world for its per- 
fect setting, a princely city guarded 
by encircling mountains that check 
rough ocean, taming it to a secure 
and supremely beautiful bay. The 
audience regretted that the trip must 
end, but found Rio a fitting climax 
to an afternoon of keen pleasure. 

The musician who preceded Mr. 
Squier was Mrs. Helen Hegel Smith, 
who played "Nocturnno" by Goiter 
mann, "Minuett" by Becker, and, as 
encore, a "Paraphase of Old Folks at 
Home." The charm of her beautiful 
'cello playing, with the sympathetic 
niano accompaniment of h-r sister. 
Mrs. George Lochman, made a very 
lovely prelude to the lecture.

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SERVICE OP LIGHTS AT 
EPIPHANY CHURCH 

The annual service of light* in hon- 
or of the Feast of the Epiphany, 
which celebrates the manifestation of 
Christ to the world, was held in the 
Church of the Epiphany on last Sun- 
day afternoon. There was the usual 
large attendance, the Feast of the 
Epiphany having especial significance 
for members of the Winchester par- 
ish which takes its name from this 
season of the church year, while oth- 
ers were undoubtedly attracted by 
the simple dignity and unusual char- 
acter of the service.

These in turn passed through the 
chancel, lighting the candles of the 
choir and thence to the transept 
where those of the Vestry were 
lighted. The members of the vestry 
in turn lighted the candles of the en- 
tire congregation, after which the 
church lights were turned off, leav- 
ing the high vaulted nave illuminated 
only by the tiny flames of the tapers. 

When each candle had been lighted 
the congregation filed slowly by pews 
from the church, every precaution 
being taken against possible fire. 

During the service the rector spoke, 
taking as his topic. "The Story of the 
Wise Men." The vested choir of 45 
men and boys under the direction of 
organist and choirmaster .1. Albert 
Wilson sang the anthem, "And the 
Glory of the Lord Shall be Revealed," 
from "The Messiah."

Cassidy who was picked up by Con- 
nors at Bacon and Church streets. 

An examination by Dr. Richard W. 
Sheeny disclosed the fact that she was 
suffering from a fractured skull, clavi- 
cle and scapula as well as a severe 
shaking up. For a time her condition 
was grave but gradually changed for 
the better until her name is no longer 
upon the hospital's danger list.

With this personal enjoyment, too, 
Dr. "Jerry" has the happiness of 
knowing that all the other fellows 
can hear with him the music and 
speaking from places in the active 
world <>f men. 

It was largely through the efforts 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Kneeland 
of this town that this instrument was 
obtained, for through Mr. Kneeland's 
influence the machine was purchased 
at a great reduction in price. 

To all those who contributed to- 
ward the radio fund, Dr. "Jerry" says 
"I don't know when I can ever repay 
you" and in behalf of the Veterans' 
Welfare Group, the visiting commit- 
tee who presented the radio say, "If 
you could have been there to have 
seen Dr. "Jerry's" countenance and 
to have heard his loosened tongue 
speak these words, you would feel 
that you have been miraculously 
paid."

Winchester won its third Middlesex 
League basketball game in a row last 
Friday evening when it defeated 
Wakefield High. 32—11, in the high 
school gymnasium. It was the first 
win which a local five has registered 
over Wakefield since Coach Mans- 
field assumed his duties here. 

The frame was rather rough in 
spots and by no means as one sided 
as the score would indicate. Wake- 
field had a fairly good five which 
should improve considerably as the 
season advances. 

An air-tight defense prevented the 
visitors from taking advantage of the 
fact that their huge center, Greene, 
was eternally getting the tap, and af- 
ter the first quarter the size of the 
score was about all there was to spec- 
ulate over. 

For the first time in several sea- 
sons sporadic booing broke out here 
and there among the local rooters.

Not so long 
ago Winchester lost an important 
league game to Watertown because 
of fouls called against its team, fouls 
called solely because of the razzing to 
which the visiting players had been 
subjected by the Winchester fans. It 
was a tough break for the home club 
which was leading at the time the 
fouls were called and which would 
have won, had it not been for the 
points obtained as a result of its sup- 
porters' booing. 

Winchester and Wakefield fought 
on fairly even terms during the first 
quarter which ended with Winchester 
leading, 7—4. The second quarter 
saw the locals' defense tightening ap.

foul goal during the entire eight 
points to its total and the half ended, 
15 — 5, in its favor.

WINCHESTER RETURNS TO 
FORMER FIRE AGREE- 
MENT WITH WOBURN 



The report that Winchester is to 
answer no more Woburn fire alarms 
unless proceeded by three blows is 
rather misleading and not in accord- 
ance with the facts. Chief David H. 
DeCourcy of the Winchester Depart- 
ment stated this week that he was 
simply returning to the agreement 
which he formerly had with Woburn 
whereby he answered alarms from 
that city only when his men and ap- 
paratus were needed. The system 
which has been in operation, under 
which Winchester answered second 
alarms from a small box in Woburn, 
resulted in the local department mak- 
ing several unnecessary runs to fires 
there and it is to obviate this expen- 
sive procedure that the former agree- 
ment is being returned to use. 

Since the introduction of the two- 
platoon system in Woburn it Is of- 
ten necessary to sound two alarms 
for fires solely to bring the second 
shift men to the scene and not! be- 
cause outside aid is sought. Under 
the system being discarded Winches- 
ter was answering these alarms only 
to find its services not needed. 

The local department will continue 
to answer alarms from certain boxes 
when previous alarms from other 
boxes are "in" and will respond to 
succeeding alarms from the same 
box when proceeded by three blows, 
followed by one round of the number. 
There is to be no lack of co-operation 
between the Winchester and Woburn 
Departments.

It seems al- 
most criminal to allow this beautiful 
new school to be marred as it surely 
will be by the erection of the pro- 
posed] houses. If it is not too late, 
the Town should act to prevent it. 
Everyone has had an excellent op- 
portunity to get the point of view of 
those who wisely advised purchasing 
the Ilolton property in the first place.

Miss Quimby read 
a paper about his boyhood in Boston, 
his trip to Philadelphia, and his early 
experiences in that city whose most 
illustrious citizen he was destined to 
be. Mrs. Dabney 's subject was his ac- 
tive business, literary and scientific 
life. She told also of his first diplo- 
matic mission to England. Mrs. Sny- 
der's paper was on his later life, par- 
ticularly his work in France as rep- 
resentative of the American colonies 
during the Revolution. Mrs. Marion 
I'. Gale read "The Way to Wealth" 
from Father Abraham's Speech. This 
is one of the most characteristic of 
Franklin's writings and is filled with 
apt quotations from the famous say. 
ings of Poor Richard. 

After the meeting the audience was 
invited to inspect an attractive dis- 
play of silver, pewter, and china all 
of the period of Franklin's life. 

At the next meeting of the group 
on Monday, Feb. 6< Miss Nancy Byrd 
Turner, president of the Boston Man- 
uscript Club, author, poet and critic, 
will give an address on the subject, 
"Women in Literature" and will read 
a group of her own poems, among 
them her Lindbergh poem now famous 
from coast to coast. Miss Turner 
promises to give us intimate glimpses 
of women writers whom she has 
known at the MaeDowell colony in 
New Hampshire. Tea will be served 
with Mrs. Martha W. Kellev as hos- 
tess.

A meeting of the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce was held at 5 
Common street, Thursday evening. 
Jan. 12 and following are some of 
the subjects discussed. 

The removal of sand and gravel in 
several places in our town which is 
getting to be a serious menace. It 
destroys the value of all property ad- 
joining the sand and gravel pits. In 
some of them water stands and makes 
a prolific breeding place for mosqui- 
toes. The disfiguring of adjoining 
property is a serous matter. Most 
of this property that is now being 
destroyed for residential use would 
have to be refilled, thereby making 
several unsightly dump holes. These 
people have legal right to remove 
this material. Our only redress is 
through the Legislature asking for 
protection. Our town is smail in 
area and we need to protect ourselves. 

The drawing down of the water in 
Winter Pond is a serious loss to our 
town. Previous to Woburn establish, 
ing its water supply Winter Pond 
was always full and overflowing. 

We find that the State Department 
of Game and Fisheries, in other 
parts of the State, have had fish tak- 
en from the reservoirs and placed 
where ever ordered by the town at a 
nominal expense. Would it not be a 
good move on the part of our local 
Water and Sewer Board to ask the 
State to place some of the fish, to be 
taken from our reservoirs, in the wa- 
ters of Wedge Pond and Winter 
Pond this next spring? The fish 
would not live in any of the waters 
that are contaminated. 

Ib is interesting to note that the 
Metropolitan Park Commission have 
placed a directional sign at the junc- 
tion of Bacon street, Fenwick road 
and the M. V. Parkway, at our re-

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 
ADDITION 



The work on the new hospital ad- 
dition has progressed rapidly, due to 
the favorable weather conditions this 
winter. The contractor is expending 
every effort to have the work com- 
pleted by May 1 in order that the 
hospital may be formally opened on 
National Hospital Day, May 12. All 
the outside work has been finished 
for some time, and at present the 
plasterers are at work inside. 

Tart of the rough grading of the 
ground and driveways around the 
hospital has been completed and a new 
and more sheltered path constructed 
from the Nurses' Home to the new 
entrance for the nurses at the south 
end of the hospital. 

The new laundry has been in use 
for several months and is proving to 
be very efficient in its operation. 

The new kitchen with its shining 
white tiled walls and the new equip- 
ment will be put into use this week. 

The work of alterations in the 
rooms of the old hospital that adjoin 
the new part is now going <>n. and al- 
though it causes some confusion, due 
to the fact that the hospital is run- 
ning to full capacity, the patients and 
staff are Y^ry tolerant of the neces- 
sary noise and dirt. 

The furnishings committee has been 
extremely busy selecting the furni- 
ture and equipment to be used in this 
new addition. With the tine co-op- 
eration shown by the contractor, build- 
ing committee, doctors, nursing staff 
anil fariouS other committees, the fin- 
ished hospital should be perfect in all 
details, and be able to meet the needs 
of the community in every way. 

The Winchester Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation held its .January meeting 
for the directors on Jan. 21. The re- 
port from the hospital showed a busy 
three months for October, November 
and December. During these months 
263 patients were admitted. Forty- 
six babies were born at the hospital. 
There were 40 major operations. 101 
minor operations and 2873 hospital 
davs recorded. 

The X-ray department in 1327 has 
served 582 patients and in 1926 512 
patients. 

The hospital is in need of old cloth. 
Pieces of cotton cloth are used to 
wrap the many, many packages of 
dressings put into the sterilizer. Old 
linen is sterilized ready to use in case 
of burns. Worn tablecloths can often 
bo mended for use in the dining room. 
Old woolen cloth for polishing and 
soft cloths for cleaning are always 
needed. 

These may be left at the Health 
(enter, over Randall's store, and 
marked for the Winchester Hospital. 
Anv kind, size and shape will be uti- 
lized.

WINCHESTER TO FLAY AT 
NASHUA 



AUTOMATIC BOOKKEEPING MA- 
CHINE INSTALLED AT NA- 
TIONAL HANK 



An automatic bookkeeping machine 
that achieves results almost beyond 
comprehension has just been installed 
by the Winchester National Rank. It 
is the first machine of its kind to be 
installed in this town. It is known 
as a "multiple register' 1 machine and 
was developed especially for book- 
keeping ' n commercial accounts by 
the Burroughs Adding Machine Com- 
pany. 

This new machine might almost be 
called a mechanical bookkeeper, ex- 
cept that it does things that the old- 
time pen and ink bookkeeper couldn't 
<|o. It not only adds and subtracts 
automatically, but it posts ledgers 
and writes customers' statements. 
Then, just as a side line, it proves the 
accuracy of its own work. 

One practical test of the new ma- 
chine is to compute columns of figures 
both across the ledger page and up 
and down at the same time. In actual 
bookkeeping, this feature enables the 
machine to add deposits, subtract 
checks and extend new balances on 
each account, and simultaneously to 
carry totals of deposits, withdrawals 
anil new balances for all accounts. 

The new machine was purchased 
in order to speed up the handling of 
the bank's commercial business and 
to render to its depositors a neat, 
business-like and up-to-date state- 
ment at the end of the month.

Class-Room Work Shown by Science 
Department 

Another large audience greeted 
President Allen last Monday evening. 
The interest of parents in the school 
work of their children, so manifest at j 
the first meeting of the school year, | 
showed no abatement at the second 
meeting. 

Two amendments to the constitu- 
tion, proposed at the previous session 
were taken from the table and adopt- 
ed unanimously. It was voted to hold 
five meetings of the Association dur- 
ing the school year at such intervals 
as the Executive Committee deem 
best, instead of continuing one meet- 
ing a month at a fixed date, as in the 
past. It was further voted to admit 
all teachers and officers of the High 
School to the Association as mem- 
bers without dues. 

The executive committee has about 
come to the conclusion that parents 
are more interested in Home affairs as 
exemplified by local talent than in 
State or National matters discussed 
by imported speakers. With this in 
mind the committee decided to dem- 
onstrate to the parents, as well as 
conditions would permit, typical class- 
room work. 

It is hoped that in addition to giv- 
ing parents some idea of how teach- 
ing methods have changed the dem- 
onstration will, also, create a desire to 
visit the class-room and there observe 
the methods of instruction under nor- 
mal conditions. 

Parents are invited, encouraged and 
urged to visit class-rooms in the 
High School to better understand the 
changes and improvements that have 
been made in the machinery of educa- 
tion. Parents will. also, be able to 
see at first hand the cramped condi- 
tion now prevailing in the High 
School, which are interfering so great- 
ly with the efficiency desired. 

During the greater part of the 
evening the audience enjoyed a dem- 
onstration of typical class-room work 
under the direction of John E. Fuller, 
head of the Science Department. It 
was explained that at first students 
have difficulty in getting subject mat- 
ter from books. Consequently, at the 
beginning: of the course lectures are 
dictated which the students are re- 
quired to learn. 

The interest of the students is 
aroused by explaining the function of 
the brain;' what the brain is; and the 
possibility of the development of the 
brain. Nearly a dozen students as- 
sisted in the class-room work. 

Esther Puffer described the "Skele- 
ton and the Muscles." using a chart- 
and naming the different bones and 
muscles of the body, and illustrated 
the notion »f the muscles by moving 
different parts of her own body. "Di- 
gestion and Assimilation of Food" was 
explained by Harold Smith. Doris 
Lawson traced the "Circulation of the 
Blood'' and defined the constituents of 
the blood. "Classification of Animals" 
was explained by Susan Brown, and 
Gladys MacMillan compared the 
"Characteristics of Two Lower Ani- 
mals," choosing the sea urchin an 1 
the earth wrm. Eileen Eason com- 
mented on "Fertilzation and Repro- 
duction." 

"Chemical Problems" was the sub- 
ject discussed by Ronald Olmstead. 
Herbert Ross treated the subject of 
"Equations" while Philip Hartshon 
was showing how "Formulas" are de- 
rived. Herbert Ro>s and Louis Pick- 
ering illustrated on the blackboard the 
••Simultaneous Solution <>f One Prob- 
lem," the former by using mathemat- 
ics ami the latter by drawing. Donald 
Dalrymple used the blackboard tu 
show the "Geometrical Proof of a 
Physical Principle." 

All of those who took part in the 
demonstration of class-roont work vol- 
unteered their services. No student 
was asked or requested to take part. 

Refreshments brought the evening's 
entertainment to a close.

Mary's Church Filled at Mass for 
Railroad Man on Monday 



Funeral services for Jeremiah Mur- 
phy, 54, of l"i Lake street, who was 
killed by a train at Somerville last 
Friday forenoon, were held from his 
lite residence Monday morning, St. 
Mary's Church was completely filled 
at the solemn requiem high mass 
which was celebrated at !< o'clock by 
the Rev. Fr. George H. Quigley with 
Rev. Fr. John P. Sullivan, deacon: and 
Rev. Fr. Nathaniel J, Merritt. sub- 
deacon. Seated within the sanctuary 
were Rev. Fr. Fdward D. Maguire of 
St. Angela's Church, Mattapan; Rev. 
Fr. Eugene A. Maguire of the House 
of the Angel Guardian, Jamaica Plain, 
and Rev. Fr. Francis E. Rogers of St. 
Theresa's Church, Watertown. 

Representatives were present from 
the Eastern Felt Company, Boston & 
Maine Railroad Signal Department, 
Senior Class of the Winchester High 
School, St. Mary's Holy Name Society 
and Winchester Council, 21»>, Knights 
of Columbus. Moral tributes were 
profuse and very beautiful.

Edward F, Maguire and Fd- 
ward Martin, acted as honorary pall- 
bearer-. The active bearers were 
Henry Longfield, John Shinnick, Fd- 
ward Fleming and Patrick Murphy, 
all of Winchester; Edward Murphy of 
Somerville and Timothy Reunion of 
Woburn. 

Interment was at Calvary Cemetery 
where the committal prayers were 
read by Rev. Fr, George H. Quigley 
and Rev. Fr, Francis E. Rogers. 

Sunday evening 150 members of St. 
Mary's Holy Name Society marched 
in a body from the church to the 
Murphy home, led by their chaplain, 
Rev. Father Quigley. 

Jeremiah Murphy was a native of 
County Cork. Ireland, but had spent 
nearly his entire life in this country. ; 
For the past •'!."> year- he had made his 
home in Winchester and had been em- I 
ployed since 1 *. 1 1 7 as a signalman with 
the Boston & Maine Railroad. Pre- 
viou to that time he had been em- 
ployed at the plant of the Eastern 
Felt Company for about 15 years. He 
was a member of Winchester Coun- 
cil. 2 Kb Knights of Columbus, and 



of St. Mary's Holy Name Society. 

Surviving, Besides his wife, Mrs. 
Annie Murphy, and four sons, Thom- 
as, Edward. Bernard and Daniel Mur- 
phy, all of Winchester, are his mother, 
Mrs. Mary Murphy, living in Ireland; 
two sisters in Ireland, Miss Ellen and 
Miss Maria Murphy: and six brothers, 
Daniel Murphy of Winchester. .Mich- 
ael Murphy of Revere, and Edward, 
Thomas, John and Dennis Murphy, in 
Ireland. 

The deceased lost his life in the 
yards of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road near Nunnery Hill in Somerville 
at 10:20 o'clock last Friday morning 
when he was struck by an inbound 
Portland-to- Boston train while busy 
with a fellow signalman, Thomas Han- 
ley, US, of 11 Nelson street. 

Details of the accident are meager, 
but the police are of the opinion that 
Murphy and Hanley were engaged in 

making repairs in connection with the 
signal service when they were struck 
by the train. It is thought that in 
avoiding one train the men stepped di- 
rectly into the path of another, the 
snow squall which was in progress at 
the time preventing their seeing the 
engine until too late, 

A cursory investigation indicated 
that both Murphy and Hanley were 
dangerously injured and they were 
taken aboard the train and to the 
North Station where an ambulance 
rushed them to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital. 

There it was found that Murphy 
was dead and his body was removed 
to the North Grove Mortuary where 
it was later taken in charge by Mof- 
fette McMullin, local undertakers. 

Meanwhile Hanley was placed upon 
the operating table for an immediate 
operation. From the first physicians 
held out scant hope but the giant 
signalman's remarkable strength and 
endurance carried him through Friday 
night and until 7:4-"i Saturday evening 
when he succumbed.

With Town Meeting looming <>n the 
horizon the question presents itself, 
"What is Winchester going to do 
about the War Memorial'.'" We make 
no claim of originality for the ques- 
tion. It is one which many in town 
have been asking for several years 
past. While in a sense the erection 
of the statue on the high school lot 
was an answer to the query, there 
still remains one important detail to 
be cleared up; namely, the matter 
of payment. As the situation now 
stands Winchester has a memorial 
which it does not own; at least it 
has no moral right to claim owner- 
ship. The statue, base, site, etc.. 
cost something less than $56,000. Of 
this amount $307.69 has been paid 
by school children of the town and 
^rJ,17'J.j:i raised by voluntary con- 
tributions from citizens of the com- 
munity, The remaining obligation 
has been met by one man, Hon. 
Lewis Parkhurst, than whom none 
has taken mere vital interest in pro. 
viding a suitable memorial to the 
boys Who served and died "for the 
cause of humanity in the Word 
War." Mr, Parkhurst contributed lib- 
erally when the Town decided to pay 
for the memorial by subscription 
rather than taxation and advanced 
subsequent sums in anticipation of 
additional subscriptions from fellow 
townspeople. Unfortunately these 
did not materialize and after wait- 
ing more than a reasonable time Mr. 
Parkhurst wrote the memorial com- 
mittee, offering to pay personally the 
entire amount involved, less the sum 
contributed by the school children. 
He further suggested with reference 
to the memorial that it should be 
said the statue had been erected by 
the school children with his assist- 
ence. Other contributions were to be 
returned to those who had made 
them. In answer to this proposal one 
citizen, ex-Selectman Jonas A. Lara- 
way, has stated that his contribu- 
tion cannot be returned. Nothing 
further has come to light. Is the 
Town satisfied to have its War Me- 
morial a one man proposition, or a 
two man proposition, since Mr. 
Laraway insists his money is in "for 
keeps?" In this instance silence ap- 
parently "lends consent." Whether 
« r not the Town approves of the 
statue, the site, the cost or what not 
is beside the point. The community 
obligated itself to erect the memorial 
and to pay for it by subscription. 
One man has thus far prevented the 
Town from proving false to its 
promise. What is Winchester 
ing to do about it '.' 



St. Mary's Church was again 
crowded on Wednesday morning when 
a solemn high mass of requiem was 
i ung for Thomas 1*.

Nelson street, who died Saturday 
evening of injuries received Fri lay 
forenoon when with Jeremiah Mur- 
phy, a fellow signal man, he was 
struck by an inbound train in the 
yards of the Boston & Maine Railroad 
near Nunnery Hill in Somerville. 

Rev. Fr. John P. Sullivan was cele- 
brant of the requiem ma.-s with Rev. 
Fr. George H. Quigley, deacon; and 
Rev. Fr. Nathaniel J, Merritt, sub- 
deacon. Rev. Fr. Eugene A. Maguire 
of the House of the Angel Guardian, 
Jamaica Plain, was seated in the 
sanctuary and th<- services were at- 
tended by sisters from the Sacred 
Heart Convent in Fast Boston, Dele- 
gations were present from the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Signal Department, 
St. Mary's Holy Name Society and 
Winchester Council, 210, Knights of 
Columbus, the deceased having been 
Warden of the last named organiza- 
tion. There were many beautiful flor- 
al tributes. 

Fdward F. Maguire. Edmund Gog- 
gin, Edward Boyle, George Young, 
Robert H. Sullivan and Edward 
McDonald, representing Winchester 
Council, K. of C., served as honorary- 
bearers and the active bearers were 
John Shinnick, Henry Longfield and

The interment was in Calvary Cem- 
etery where the committal prayers 
were re ad by Rev. Fr.

HIGH WIND WEDNESDAY 

Winchester was visited' Wednesday 
with a terrifically high wind which 
increased to gale velocity during the 
afternoon and early evening. Here 
and there throughout town damage 
was reported, with trees and telegraph 
wires suffering especially from the 
heavy blow. . 

Shortly before 4 o clock in the af- 
ternoon the conductor of an Arlington- 
Wakefield electric notified Officer Ned 
Shea that a live wire was hanging ij 
Washington street between Forest and 
Clematis streets. Officer Shea at once 
communicated with headquarters and 
Officer James Donaghey was sent to 
remain on guard until the arrival of 
the Edison repair crew. The wire 
was of the high tension variety con- 
ducting about 4600 volts. Contact 
with it would have meant instant 
death. 

The Edison crew also had to take 
care of a burning wire at the corner 
id' Washington and Irving streets, re- 
ported by Chairman George T. David- 
son of the Park Department, and also 
of several wires which were reported 
by ex-Selectman James J. Fitzgerald 
as blown from their poles on Oak 
street.

Mid- 
way through the afternoon a heavy 
wood and tin ventillator was blown 
from the mof of the White Block, 
landing on Main stre et in front of the 
Horsey Hardware Store and narrowly 
missing an electric car and automo- 
bile.

The file was discovered by Edward 
Fitzgerald, baggage man at Winches- 
ter Station and call captain of lad- 
der 1. Hastening onto Thompson 
street he pulled an alarm from Box 
23. bringing apparatus from the Cen- 
tral Fire Station to the scene. 

The appearance of the building, 
covered with the burning canvas, made 
a sight unusual even to veteran fire- 
men and the leaping flames soon at- 
tracted a large crowd. The chief dan- 
cer was from burning pieces of can- 
vas which were blown throughout the 
entire neighborhood. Burning sparks 
fell upon the roof of a dwelling at 
10 Thompson street owned by Jonas 
A. Larawav while others started a 
fire in a pile of rubbish in a yard on 
Purrington place. Several lines of 
hose were laid by the firemen and it 
was remarkable with what rapiditv 
they had the situation under control.

Mary Austin, authoress, playwrite, 
student, authority on the American 
Indian, traveler nnd lecturer, a wom- 
en who enjoys an international repu- 
tation in her field, is to be the speak- 
er next Sunday afternoon at the 
ninthly meeting of the Inter-ehurch 
Forum to be held in the Church of 
the Epiphany. 

Mrs. Austin is distinctly an Ameri- 
can product. She was horn of Colonial 
and Revolutionary stock, at Carlin- 
ville. III., and was educated in local 
schools and a small western univer- 
sity. For 16 years she lived in vari- 
ous small communities in the Mohave 
Desert where her life arnonu the In. 
dians together with her natural in- 
terest in their habits and customs 
eventually lead her to become inter- 
nationally known as an Indian au- 
thority. With her literary intuitions 
she is said to have done more than 
ay ether American writer to make 
known and appreciated the songs and 
myths of the Indian people. 

During three years spent abroad, 
following 190"). Mrs. Austin was re- 
ceived, especially in England, with 
deference seldom bestowed at that 
time upon American authors. "What 
woman in Europe can equal her,'' 
said H. G. Wells, eminent English 
author. In 1910 she returned to New 



York to put on at the New Theatre 
her play, "The Arrow Maker," the 
only play with an entire cast of In- 
dian characters ever produced on the 
American stage. 

Since that time Mrs. Austin has 
divided her time between New York 
and the Southwest with an occasional 
trip to Europe. She has been a pro- 
lific writer, her work appearing con- ; 
stantly in the Survey, The Nation ' 
and the American Mercury. She is j 
known as the author of "The Land of 
Journey's Ending, rhe I^and of i 
Little Rain," "Christ in Italy," "The 1 
Man Jesus," and other works on 
characteristically American subjects. 

While she has not made a profes- 
sion of lecturing, she has spoken at 
a number of universities, in the sum- 
mer school of the University of Call- I 
fornia, before the Fabian Society of 1 
London, the Tomorrow Club of the 1 
Intercolonial and Lyceum Clubs of j 
London, the Town Hall, National | 
Arts, Queery, Liberal, both men's and 
w< men's clubs of New York City and 
before the American Association for 
Advancement of Science in Boston. 
For the past two years Mrs. Austin 
has been chiefly occupied with the 
foundation of a museum of Indian 
Arts for Indians antf a revival of 
Spanish Colonial Arts.

Behind Fire Station 



I The heroism of 6 year old Richard 
; McCormack, son of Mr. and .Mrs.

ter place, was all that stood between 
[ Albert Cyr, 5, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
I Frederick Cyr of 10 Winchester place.

COLONEL CHASE GUEST OF ROY- 
AL ARCH MASONS 



Lieut. -Col. Harry G. Chase. State 
Quartermaster, spoke before Win- 
chester Royal Arch Chapter at their 
January meeting and was enthusi- 
astically received by a large attend- 
ance. Colonel Chase gave his well- 
known lecture "Danger Spots" sketch- 
ing various international situations 
which might lead to war, if peace is 
not scrupulously preserved by inter, 
ested countries. The speaker's long 
military servi-e and study of mili- 
tary tactics here and abroad made 
the taik very interesting and instruc- 
tive, and many of those present lin- 
gered for a more extended discussion. 

The introduction to the sulject 
treated of the density <.f population 
in various countries, Australia having 
two inhabitants to the square mile, 
the United States seven, ami Japan 
nearly 700. After the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, many of the combatant coun- 
tries were j.'iven additional colonies, 
and several important seaports were 
redistributed. The so-called Danzig 
Corridor which was assigned to Po- 
land was one result of the Treaty, 
leading to additional bloodshed and 
ill feeling, and was only straightened 
out by strenuous measures. 

Trade routes and sources of raw 
material were then discussed, illus- 
trated by colored charts and maps, 
and the talk was concluded by a de- 
scription of various strategic land 
fortifications and naval bases de- 
veloped before and after the World 
War, with comment on international 
results. Colonel Chase, who is a 
member of the Board of Governors of 
the Army and Navy (dub of Boston, 
has given this talk before scores of 
organizations and his ready wit and 
genial personality brought him a 
cordial invitation to visit Winchester 
again at some future date.

Rep. Eliot Wadsworth of Boston, 
formerly Assistant Secretary of the 
U. S. Treasury, and operating head of 
the American Red Cross during the 
World War, will be the speaker Sat- | 
urday evening at the meeting of the I 
Calumet Club. 

In the public mind the name of Air. ] 
Wadsworth is associated most readily 
with his services from to 1925 

as Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, although long before he had made 
name and fortune in places of the 
highest honor and responsibility. As 
tiie right-hand man of Secretary An- 
drew W. AL lion, he represented the 
Treasury in many important matters, 
here and abroad, which have been of 
the utmost importance to the Ameri- 
can people. 

In this field he is internationally 
known for the part he played in the re. 
funding arrangements for our foreign | 
debts. When he entered the Treas- j 
Liry in M uch 1921 the war debts , 
owed to this country amounted to j 
more than $11,000,000,000 and claims 
j against the lailroads to over $1,000, • 
000,000, A:- there was no way under 
which the Treasury could proceed to- ! 
[ward collecting foreign loans Con-' 
gress enacted legislation creating the! 
World W .v Foreign Debt Commis- j 
sion of which Mr. Wadsworth was 
secretary. 

As Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Wadsworth also played 
a leading part in securing for the 
United Slates an agreement with the' 
Allies under which this country is lie- I 
ing reimbursed in installments of 
20 million dollar.- each year for the j 
cost of the Army of Occupation in; 
Germany. Secretary of State Hughes : 
sent Air. Wadsworth abroad in Feb- 
ruary 1923 an I in the three months! 
there Air. Wadsworth negotiated the 
so-called Wadsworth agreement with! 
the Allies whereby the United States; 
was to gel priority in German pay- 
ments to cov. r the cost of our forces i 
in Germain. 

Mr. Wadsworth was elected a rep- 
resentative to Hie Massachusetts Leg- 
islature Nov. J. 1926. 

Ho is also chairman of the Roston 
Sinking Fund Commissioners. 

He was chairman of the Lindbergh 
celebration in Boston last summer.

It is with great pleasure that I 
call to your attention the conduct of 
Officer Archibald O'Connell, ably as- 
sisted by Serjeant Rogers, on the 
night of Jan. 27. 

A patient of mine was found at 
12:40 a. m. in his garage overcome 
by the exhaust of his automobile. 
Calls were at once sent for police aid 
and for me. Officer O'Connell got 
the police call and jumping on a pass- 
ing automobile was at the scene of 
the accident in the shortest possible 
time. 

O'Connell sized up the situation at 
once ami without delay began artifi- 
cial respiration upon the unconscious 
man, whose breathing had apparent- 
ly ceased. After prolonged artificial 
respiration, toe patient began to 
breathe voluntarily and after three 
hours recovered consciousness and is 
now out of danger. 

I cannot too highly praise Officer 
O'Connell for his ability to instantly 
size up a critical situation and apply 
the only remedy which would be of 
benefit. Unless O'Connell had acted 
as be did 1 honesty feel that the 
patient would have lost his life. 

Sergeant Rogers was most helpful 
in aiding Officer O'Connell and was 
q valuable man to have render as- 
sistance under such trying circum. 
stances,

PREVENT THE "COMMON" COLD 

Dr. Susan M. Coffin or the State 
Department of Public Health urges 
mothers to safeguard their young 
children from colds of every sort. 
"Oh. he just has the sniffles" or "noth- 
ing but a common cold" are remarks 
heard much too often from the 
mothers attending the Well Child 
C onferences. 

Babies and young children are very 
susceptible to colds and to the pneu- 
monia that so often follows. Ap- 
proximately 14 per cent of the 5134 
cases of pneumonia in Massachusetts 
for the year 1926 occurred in the pre- 
school age group. 

Strengthen the resistance of the 
children by giving special care to the 
selection of food. It must be well 
balanced and nourishing. See that 
they drink a good amount of water 
daily. Clothes are important and re- 
member to dress according to the 
weather. As much direct sunshine 
and fresh air as possible should be 
obtained and plenty of sleep at night 
besides the daily after-dinner rest. 

Build up their resistance and 
further safeguard them by keeping 
them away from other children and 
from grown-ups who have colds. 
Teach them to sneeze or cough into 
their handkerchiefs.

WJON, CITY OF BEAUTY MVS 
TARD AND GINGERBREAD 

Dijon, recently called one of the 
world s 20 most beautiful cities bv 
p anning experts, is the capital of the 
old French province of Burgundy and 
shipping point of the famous Burgun- 
dy wines, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, I), r. headquarters of 
the .Nan,, rial Geographic Society 
bince the abolition of the ancient 
names and boundaries of French prov- 
inces the region about. Dijon is 
known as the Cote d'Or or Golden 
bide. As it to carry out the color 
scheme two of the city's most famous 
exports are mustard and gingerbread. 
On the Old Roman I'ath Through 
Gaul 

Dijon early was the pivotal city be- 
tween the Seine and Rhone River 
systems, and hence a link between 
1 aris and the Mediterranean. Now it 
IS one „f the main stations on the 
I ans.L V o„. Marseille Railway. In 
*Pjte of its trade prominence, politi- 
cal significance did not settle upon 
Dijon until the 11th century when it 
became the capital of the Dukes of 
Burgundy. These fearless princes by 
marriage, conquest, purchase, and 
persuasion extended their dominions 
from Flanders to the Rhone. Even- 
tually, however, their line ran out 
and what bid fair to become a middle 
kingdom between France and Ger- 
many, broke up once more into it# 
component parts. Burgundy became 
a part of France, and a loyal child 
of the French king. The name, how- 
ever, clings only to her wines and 
her romantic legends. Officially the 
land is the Cote d'Or. 

Golden Side is an appropriate name 
for this rich region at the head of 
the Rhone-Saone Valley, along which 
ran the ancient trade highway from 
the south of France to northern Ku- 
rope. Where this route turned west- 
ward toward the headwaters of the 
Seine on its way to F'aris, Dijon 
sprang up as an important transship 
ping and trading center. Since much 
of France's freight is Still carried 
by river and canal, the city has lost 
none of her primary importance 
gained through favorable location. 
Now a canal connects tho two great 
river basins and hence land portage 
is no longer necessary. 

The days of her political promi- 
nence as a major European capital 
fell with the Burgundian Dukes and 
now remain solely a grand memory 
in the anna's of a charming and 
prosperous French provincial town. 
The palace of the Dukes is the town 
hall which houses, in addition one of 
the most interesting museums in the 
provinces. A magnificent monastery, 
recorated by artists from Flanders, 
which was to have held ducal tombs 
is now the site of a lunatic asylum. 
Cynics say that this structure still 
preserves the atmosphere of wild 
days of Burgundy when money flowed 
in Dijon, and blood almost as freely. 
Ducal tombs have been removed to 
the museum, after restoration from 
the disastrous effects of mob violence 
during the French Revolution. 

Few enough are reminders of a 
medieval past in nresont-day Dijon, 
a quaint cathedral in true Burgundian 



j Gothic style, with several interesting 
• churches, the town hall, and scattered 
ancient houses are all that remain. 
Pleasant boulevards occupy the form- 
er site of the old ramparts and long 
straight streets have been driven 
through the town iUelf. 
Dukes, Mustard and Gingerbread 
Much of a later date, however, is 
at hand for lovers of the picturesque. 
There are still open "places" lined 
with quaintly gabled houses. From 
them branch cobbled and crooked 
lanes whose tall houses end in steep 
roofs and chimney pots. At the cor- 
ners are restaurants and cafes with 
tiny tables and apple-cheeked pro- 
prietors who invite the visitor to par. 
take of dishes and wines of the Cote 
d'Or. 

While he eats or drinks, the travel- 
er is regaled by his host with legends 
of ancient Burgundy, of her swash- 
buckling dukes and their beautiful 
scheming ladies. There are deeds 
which stretch from Bruges in the 
north to Avignon and Aries in the 
south. There are tales of kings im- 
prisoned in towers and duchesses 
plotting with knights at arms. Once 
away from the few favored spots cov- 
ered by the story teller's spell, how- 
ever, all this seems far away from 
modern industrial Dijon, exporter of 
mustard and gingerbread. 



VILNA: A FAVORITE "PLUM" IN 
THE BALTIC "PUDDING" 



Vilna, Poland, cause of the dispute 
between Lithuania and Poland which 
is reported near settlement by the 
League of Nations, has been a Eu- 
ropean storm center since it was first 
mentioned in history) nearly a thou- 
sand years ago, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, 1). C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

Before Vilna was named capital of 
Lithuania early in the 14th century, 
raids by hostile neighbors forced the 
construction of a high wall to pro- 
tect its inhabitants. Later it became 
the battleground of Russia ami Po- 
land during intermittent wars, and 
the object of numerous plundering 
expeditions. The Prussians, Cos- 
sacks, Swedes, Germans and Bolshe- 
viks, besides the Lithuanians and 
Pi les, have all had a hand in Vilna's 
dost iny. 

Napoleonic Base During Russian 
Invasion 

But Vilna has withstood its turbu- 
lent existence, continues the bulletin. 
Today it has a population of about 
150,000 and a brisk trade in lumber 
and grain. Lying at the confluence 
of the Viliya and Vileikn Rivers, 
amid the great forests northeast of 
Warsaw, the city has been an impor- 
tant commercial enter since early 
times. A Roman trade route between 
southern Europe and the Baltic led 
past its rates and now it is the junc- 
tion point of railroads leading to 
Warsaw. Berlin, Petrograd and oth- 
er important central and eastern Ku- 
ropean cities. 

Vilna's strategic position, was 
known to Napoleon who made it one 
of his bases when he invaded Rus- 
sia. Near the city is a tablet re- 
calling the tragedy of that expedi- 
tion. On one side is inscribed "Na- 
pi Icon Bonaparte passed Ibis way in 
1812 with 400,000 men, The other 
side reads "Napoleon Bonaparte 
passed this way in 1812 with 9000 
men." 

City Gate One of Poland's Famous 
Shrines 

Entering Vilna by the Ostra Bra. 
ma. an old city gate, the traveler is 
impressed with the religious ardor 
of the inhabitants. Here men. wom- 
en and children are seen kneeling on 
the sidewalks and in the streets with 
their faces uplifted toward the arch- 
way. At first one wonders if the 
Vilnovians worship the city as the 
early Lithuanians worshiped their 
pagan gods. But closer observation 
reveals a small chapel atop the Os- 
tra Brama where a painted picture 
of the Virgin reposes above an altar. 
At certain times during the day the 
painting is uncovered and may De 
seen from the roadway below. ' Ro- 
man and Greek Catholics alike revere 
the shrine and even a non-Christian 
native or visitor doffs his hat as he 
passes under the chapel. 

The narrow, crooked, not too clean, 
streets beyond, solidly lined with 
three and four-story dwellings and 
shops, offer a bit of Vilna life. In- 
stead of the agile bootblacks of our 
cities, in Vilna, one might be solicited 
by a bewhiskered veteran of three 
score and ten years, clad in a ragged 
overcoat and scarred leather boots 
that have long since seen better da vs. 
In his hand he carries his little 
| wooden stool and instruments of 
trade. Then there are the water 
carriers, perhaps also bewhiskered, 
who clumsily stride along with their 
two buckets of water, one held by a 
wire at each end of poles which swing 
across their shoulders. 

Along the curb women with shawls 
tightly wound about their heads ami 
shabby clothing, squat amid tubs and 
buckets of cut flowers which they ar- 
rat.ge in various designs in the gut- 
ter and often some distance out in the 
street to the annoyance of noisy 
wagon drivers. Above the din of 
rumbling wheels on the cobblestone 
j streets and human chatter, little 
news girls cry out the nsws of the 
day from their makeshift paper racks 
in the shop doorways. They sell pa- 
pers printed in several different 
languages. For the latest soap or 
theater advertisements tine has only 
to locate one of the city kiosks whose 
sjtface is usually covere 1 with pla- 
cards.

Now 
we produce more copper than the rest 
ef the world combined. 
Two Thousand Times Around 
World 

Because copper is widely uset 
the electrical field, it is called 
electrician's metal. continues 
bulletin. Wherever one sees electric 
lights and the use of electric power, 
there is copper. Pure copper drawn 
into wire is hidden in the walls of 
modern homes, and in electric irons 
and sti ves, and in the motors of elec- 
tric vacuum cleaners, dishwashers, 
and refrigerators, In some cities 
one is literally sandwiched between 
copper wire. Millions of miles of 
underground cable and overhead 
wires carry the click of the telegraph 
key and the sound of the human 
voice. 

The coppt r wires of one of our 
telephone systems would encircle the 
world at the Equator more than 2000 
times. One <f our telegraph com- 
panies operates over more than a 
million miles of copper wire and 
owns 18 ccpper-laden cables that 
connect the United States with Ku- 
rope and the islands of the Atlantic. 

Copper* wire made possible the re- 
cent inauguaration of the transatlan- 
tic telephone service and the com- 
munication of the S. 0. S. sitrnal 
that saved hundreds of lives when 
the Italian steamship Mafalda was 
wrecked off the Brazilian coast. Ra- 
dio instruments with 
wire connections anil 
tertaining the world 

Copper Alloys Widely Used 

Pure copper is too soft for many 
purposes but alloyed with other 
metals it is widely used. Bronze is 
copper and tin. Brass is copper and 
•/inc. Gunmetal is copper, tin and 
zinc. Each of these alloys are more 
than half copper. Copper is also al- 
loyed with many ether metals, in- 
cluding gold and silvtr. 

Disregarding the use of copper for 
electrical purposes, under its real 
name and those ef its alloys, copper 
i.- seldom out of sitrht or reach of the 
average man in this country. He 
may sleep under a copper roof in a 
brass bed and be awakened bv an 
a'arm clock with brass works. While 
dressinp he may sit on a cha r that 
is held topether hy brass screws and 
null cn his shots that have brass eye- 
lets, and perhaps brass nails in the 
soles. He may turn a brass knob to 
open the doors in his home, draw wa 
ter from a brass faucet leading from 
brass pipes, and dry hi* hands on a 
towel from a brass towel rack, while 
the curtains at the windows hanrr 
from brass curtain rods. His food 
may be crown with the help of farm- 
ine implements containing copper 
and its alloys, and cooked in copper 
kitchen utensils. 

If he uses his automobile or a 
street car to pro to office, he rides in 
either of two vehicles that are impor- 
tant copper consumers. On his way 
to town perhaps he will pass a bronze 
statue or two and show-windows that 
are encased in copper. If he draws 
coins from his pocket to make a pur- 
chase, he handles copper even though 



he has no pennies for all of our coins, 
including the gold pieces, contain 
copper. The money may finally rind 
its way into some merchant's cash 
register containing copper and later 
pay water taxes according to the 
leading of a copper meter. 

In his office he talks over a brass 
telephone instrument, uses brass pins 
and paper clips, and with brass pens, 
and a pencil with a brass band, may 
write on stationery that has been en- 
graved from a copper plate. A brass- 
bladed fan keeps him cool in the sum- 
mer and the brass fittings of the 
heating system help to keep him 
warm in the winter. 

In Ship, Train and Airplane 
Copper is with him on his business 
trip whether he travels by boat, train 
or airplane. Copper alloy plates are 
used in ship hull construction and in 
the construction of railroad cars and 
engines — both elect ic and steam. 
Ammunition and fighting machinery 
of various kinds use an enormous 
amount of copper and copper alloys. 
During the World War more copper 
was prduced than in any equal period 
before or since.

Native of Winchester Died in 
Reading 



Arthur E. Baker, at one time su- 
perintendent of schools in Los Ange- 
les, CaL, and a native of this town, 
passed away Monday afternoon at 
Reading, following several years of 
failing health. Despite the fact that 
he had been away from Winchester 
for some 25 years there are many 
among the older residents of the 
town who will recall him and mourn 
his passing. 

Mr. Baker was born in Winchester

From the point of view of a world 
man live of the dozen rivers "flow up. 
hill," tha« i-. flow to the north. These 
are the Nile. Mackenzie. Ob, Yenisei, 
and Lena. The Mississippi and Ni- 
ger (low south. The Amur, \angtze, 
Hwang and Amazon run eastward. 
Only the Congo points toward the 
west. „ , . 

All these streams overflow their 
banks at intervals but the results are 
strangely different. In the case of 
the Mississippi and the Yangtze, 
floods are national disasters bring- 
ing untold suffering to millions. The 
annual overflow of the Nile with re- 
sulting fertilization of the valley by 
the deposit of silt is the source of the 
wealth of Egypt. The Hwang, or 
Yellow River, from its habit of over, 
flowing its banks and changing its 
entire course at intervals is known as 
the "scourge of China." 

The Amazon and the Congo lie al- 
most under the Equator, and the oth- 
er ten longest rivers are in the North- 
ern Hemisphere. Four flow into the 
Arctic Ocean. A reason is not far 
to seek. The greatest land masses 
are in the northern half of the world, 
and without large land areas long 
rivers are impossible. The smaller 
continents of Australia and Europe 
are not represented in the dozen. 
Similarly, the reason for the longest 
rivers flowing to the north and east 
is that the longest continental slopes 
extend in those directions. 

Highways of CIvtHaat'on 

The Yangtze and the Mississippi 
are lined with wealthy cities largely 
because of their location in the Tem- 
perate Zone. The Tropic Amazon, 
Niger, and Congo are too hot; the 
Mackenzie and the Siberian rivers are 
too cold for the favorable growth of 
towns. The Nile Valley beyond Cairo 
is a mere strip of green from 15 to 
30 miles wide between two burning 
deserts. The Hwang is too variable 
in its habits to encourage navigation 
or river ports. 

From the earliest times these long 
rivers have furnished high roads for 
the exploration of continental in- 
teriors. Nero sent an expedition to 
discover the headwaters of th 



Balmoral Castle, summer residence 
of the British royal family, is one 
of the chief points of interest to 
tourists in Aberdeenshire, Scotland, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. The castle is 
situated in the heart of the Gram- 
pian Highlands, on the River Dee, 
about 50 miles from the point at 
which it enters the North Sea. The 
neighborhood is said to have the 
driest summer climate in the British 
Isles, and it is probably for this rea- 
son, as well as for the beauty of the 
mountain scenery, that English roy- 
alty usually resort there at the end 
of the London season in the latter 
part of July. 

Built by Victoria's Consort 

Balmoral was a favorite retreat of 
Queen Victoria, the castle itself hav- 
ing been constructed under the direc- 
tion of her husband, Prince Albert of 
Saxe-Coburg, about the middle of the 
last century. The royal pair are said 
to have selected this remote highland 
spot becanse Osborne House, in which 
they then spent their leisure, had be- 
come too easy of access. There was 
at first but a small manor house on 
the property, which was utilized as a 
residence until the present elaborate 
structure in the Scotch baronial style 
could be completed. From the top of 
its central hundred-foot towel the 
visitor looks out upon a magnificent 
panroma of the Grampian Hills and 
the River Dee. 

While this modern seat of kings 
lacks the romantic glamor of ancient 
strongholds whose roots go back into 
the history of the Middle Ages, it is, 
nevertheless, imposing in appearance, 
tt.-i numerous wings and towers of 
light colored stone cover an enormous 
area and the whole is surrounded by 
a handsome park stretching along 
the hanks of the Dee. 

At the near-by village of Ballater 
are barracks for the King's body- 
guard which accompanies him while 
he is in residence. Ballater is a well 
known tourist report, where summer 
visitors enjoy splendid golf links and 
excellent mountain climbing. The 
village is also highland terminus of 
the Dee Railway, which follows the 
stream to Aberdeen on the coast. 
\herdoen Fourth City of Scotland 
The city of Aberdeen, besides Ic- 
ing seat i f one of Scotland's most 
famous universities is the most im- 
portant seaport on the north shore. 
It ha- regular steamer service to 
London ami othrr British ports, ami 
is connected with England by two 
linos of railway. It, thus forms an 
c isibl ■ gateway to the highland 
playgrounds which lie behind it. as 
well as to the rich agricultural 
province of Aberdeenshire, of which 
it is the capital. Aberdeen is also 
home ;k rt of a North Sea fishing fleet 

I and is famous for the export of gran- 
ite. These industries, together with 

: weaving, manufacturing, and fruit 
canning have made the old university 
town fourth city of Scotland in 

| wealth an ! importance. 

I Commerce takes second place dur-

I ever. Thousands <;f visitors pour 

I through Aberdeen to the near-by 
highlan ! resorts, Quaint stone cot- 
tages and wild mountain scenery, 
with golf, and salmon fishing thrown 
in. draw foreign as well as English 
visitors. It is said C at one of the 
main attractions of the region to 
Queen Victoria and her husband was 
the free and cordial manner of the 
highlanders themselves whose hospit- 
able nature is unchanged to the 
present day. 

Hospitality Life of Hills 

The peasantry around Balmoral are 
a cheerful lot hard working and in- 
tensely religious. The white-washed 
interiors of their cottages, with open 
hearth and ehina-decked dresser form 
an appropriate background for life 
among rugged hills, severe .vet hos- 
pitable. Royal visitors from the cas- 
tle have often stopped in such sim- 
ple surroundings when overtaken by 
storm or fatigue on some highland 
journey. This freedom of existence 
was even in Queen Victoria's day a 
feature of life at Balmoral. It is one 
of the charms which year after year 
draw Britain's rulers to their castle 
in the Scottish highlands for an 
August holiday.

But while the Colorado traverses 
a Temperate Zone, the Blue Nile 
rises and flows in an equatorial re- 
gion. The most characteristic fea- 
ture of the Blue Nile, however, is the 
great fresh water lake from which it 
springs. 

Abyssinia is primarily an exten- 
sive p'ateau region gashed by deep 
river gorges and pitted by an occa- [ 
Nile | sional lake depression. The greatest t 



Surrounded by Tropical Plains 

In the eight or nine thousand foot 
plateau, the lake occupies a saucer- 
like depression at an altitude, of 
about 6000 feet above sea level. The 
lake has an average length of 40 
miles and an average width of 30. 
and an area of approximately 120(1 
square miles. In many places the 
ground slopes gently down, leaving 
considerable plains; in others the 
hills descend abruptly to the water. 

The plains about the lake show 
their tropical location as the plateau 
above does not. Reeds and grasses 
grow rankly interspersed with palms, 
acacias, and figs. Fever is common 
among the inhabitants of these rela- ! 
tive lowlands, but cattle have be- 
come immune to ticks and diseases, 
and flourish amazingly. In few 
places in the world are such fat. well- 
formed beasts to be found. Hippo- 
potami are numerous in and about 
the lake, but there are no crocodiles. 

Like the inhabitants on the shores 
of Lake Titacaca, South America, 
the natives living about Lake Tsana 
construct rafts and crude boats of ] 
reeds. The stalks are bound togeth- I 
er by thongs of hippopotamus hide. 
The completed rafts are propelled 
with short paddles. 

Falls 2000 Feet in 30 .Miles 
Numerous streams feed water into 
I^ake Tsana from the surrounding 
mountains and hills. In the rainy 
season their volume is heavy and the 
lake level rises several feet. The 
Blue Nile flows out of the lake in a 
relatively broad stream dotted with 
islands. Small rapids occur a few 



driven through trees. 

Most of the destructiveness of 
tornadoes is traceable to their reduc- 
tion of air pressures when their cen- 
ters pass over or by an area. The 
pressure being suddenly reduced out- 
side a building, the air inside it ex- 
pands and pushes the walls down or 
the roofs up — the buildings really ex- 
plode because of the release of what 
amounts for the moment to the "com- 
pressed" air within them. 

Clouds Skip and Bounce 

Sometimes tornado clouds go skip- 
ping er bouncing along, working 
havoc where the lower enil touches 
the ground, and leaving everything 
uninjured where the end lifts. 

A distinction must be made be- 
tween the velocity of the air rushing 
into the funnel, and the speed of the 
funnel itself moving over the earth 
It has been pointed out that the for- 
mer velocity, close to the funnel, may 
be that of a rifle bullet. The funnel 
itself, however, seldom moves more 
rapidly than 30 or 40 miles an hour, 
the speed of an automobile moving 
rather conservatively on a country 
road.

The liquid forced out is mostly oil 
but contains some water and broken 
meat. After the liquid stands for sev- 
eral weeks the impurities settle, ami 
the pure oil is drawn off. The finest 
and most expensive olive oil is made 
by first removing the meat from the 
seeds, and then crushing the meat 
alone. Between 60 and 70 per cent 
of the meat of an olive is oil. 

The pressed cake left after the oil 
is extracted is useful in the olive oil 
producing regions. It is fed to hogs 
and sheep and is used as fertilizer and 
fuel.

Served "Lost Cause" 

Two reasons are given for the nam- 
| tng of the Orphan brigade of the Con- 
federate army. Kentucky tried to be 
neutral when the Civil war broke out, 
but neutrality was violated and many 
Kentucklans decided to tight for the 
South. The famous Camp Itoone was 
formed near the Kentucky line, a few 
miles north of (Jlarksvllle, Tenn. Fifty 
companies from 84 counties In Ken- 
tucky enlisted. These composed the 
larger part of the First Kentucky, bet- 
ter known as the Orphan brigade. 

One of the reasons why this com- 
mand was called the Orphan hrtgnde 
was because so many commanders 
were lost, either by reason of promo- 
tion or by death on the battlefield, 
says a contributor to the Pathfinder 
Magazine. Another Is thut the mem- 
bers were away from Kentucky during 
nearly all the time of their service 
and so cut off from communication 
with friends or family.

A Winchester woman Wlio lives in 
a comfortable home anil who is never 
confronted by the problem of strug- 
gling to find food for her family had 
what she now regards as the privi- 
lege of attending a meeting of the of. 
ticers of the local Red Cross Chapter. 

"Did you know there were so many 
people in Winc hester who are hungry 
-—actually without food, living in 
daily fear of being turned into the 
streets?" she asked at the dinner 
table that night. "Honestly. I never 
dreamed that there is so much suf- 
fering." 

Having been inspired by what she 
had heard from the lips of women 
who had had close personal contact 
with men and women out of work, 
hungry, sick, discouraged, injured, 
cold, she Went on to tell story after 
story that ought to lie told to every 
citizen of Winchester. 

Unfortunately, these stories may 
not be told. The sufferers must be 
protected from publicity. They have 
no wish to be in need. They are with- 
out money because the bread-winner 
is sick, is suffering from some in- 
jury, or for some other perfectly good 
reason is unable to secure and hold 
regular employment. 

The war has been over a long time, 
but there are in Winchester men who 
have received no help from the gov- 
ernment ami who are so broken that 
they must have help from some 
agency. Only those close to some of 
these "men know how great is the 
need not only for gifts of monev but 
for clothing and other things of the 
sort. 

Suppose you were sick and had 
nothing to lie on but an old mattress 
that smelled to heaven— a mattress 
fit only for the dump. Wouldn't you 
rejoice if through the help of the 
Winchester Red Cross you were giv- 
en a bed and some warm bed clothes? 

And if you through your heart- 
breaking poverty were living in a 
vermin in fested shack, wouldn't your 
heart be warmed when you were tak- 
en by the Red Cross into another 
home where you could at least be 
clean, even if you could not be com- ] 
fortable ? 

Talk to Winchester Red Cross of- 
ficials and let them tell you what you 
can do to help make easier the lives 
of many whose need is greater than 
any of us comfortable folks can pos- 
sibly realize.

How Will It Acect the Marketman 

One of the most trying and unfair 
conditions every retailer has to face 
is the uproar of protest from indig- 
nant customers when prices are going 
up. 

The marketman is on the firing line 
and unless the ultimate consumer 
knows something apout the real 
causes of higher prices, they invaria- 
bly hold the retailer responsible for 
conditions over which he has no con- 
trol. 

"Your prices are too high. How do 
you get that way ? Say, you must be 
coining money!" These are some of 
the frank comments many dealers 
have already heard. And customers 
of the quitier sort who are not out- 
spoken in their criticism may stop 
buying, blaming the retailer who has 
nothing to do with it, and who, in 
reality, makes less profit on higher 
prices. 

According to W. M. Jardine, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture in President 
Coolidge's cabinet, the law of supply 
and demand alone is responsible for 
higher beef prices. Secretary Jardine 
says: 

"At various times in the past two 
years when I have addressed gather- 
ings. I have called the attention of the 
public to the fact that the present sit- 
uation was almost certain t'> develop. 
The Department, also, has issue 1 
many statements pointing out that 
sooner or later a sharp reduction in 
slaughter and higher prices must re- 
j suit. Cattle supplies will be smaller 

during the first half of 1!»2S than anv j 
I time during the last five years and \ 
I this condition will probably continue 1 
I for the next two years.'' 
| Ever since 1920 the number of beef 
cattle has been steadily decreasing. 
Of the entire total of choice and prime 
grades reaching th<> Chicago market 
during the fall of 1026, only one third 
of this number reached the slaughter 
houses last fall. A fi6 2 per cent de- 
cline in supply is bound to increase 
prices. 

Cattle can't be mised overnight. 
When there is a poultry shortage, it 
is a simple matter to put the incuba- 
tors to work and increase production 
within a few months, but it would take 
years to renlace the 11.000,000 short- 
age of cattle today, even if large 
numbers of raisers had not quit the 
cattle business. 

Every business man among your 
customers knows how the pendulum is j 
constantly swinging somewhere be- | 
tween the two extremes of over-pro- 
duction with declinine prices and un- 
der-production with rising prices. The 
average business man only has to 
forecast this trend a few- weeks or 
months ahead. But the cattleman has 
to hazard his profits or losses on de- 
velopments two and three years into 
the future. Is it anv wonder that 
cattlemen are nutting their money in- 
to other fields? 

Official United States Government 
forecasts indicate that higher beef 
prices have come to stav with every 
prospect of going still higher. 

How can the retailer meet the situ- 
ation without loss of profit or good 
will ? 1928 will be a time when the 
retailer and wholesaler must work 
closer together, realizing that pros- 
perity of one goes hand in hand with 
the other. Tell your customers the 
reason for these higher prices. 

Last, but not least, the onlv wav to 
maintain your volume of business is to 
increase your sales on other meats to 
take the place of declining sales upon 
beef. The use of cut meats — lamb, 
pork. veal, poultry, smoked meats, 
shoulder, ham and bacon — offers an 
infinite ranee of appetizing and eco- 
nomical food for the family that can- 



not or will not pay higher beef prices. 
Now is the time for every market- 
man to start educating his public. The 
future depends upon it. — [Leadership 
News.

President Coolidge, nix hours out 
from Key West on his journey to the 
i'an American Conference, was wel- 
comed as El Presidente de los Esta- 
(ios Unidos, in Havana. 

The city will always he "Havana 
to the United States, but "La Haba- 
na" to Cubans, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, 1). C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

The distinction is important. The 
eapital of Cuba ha.- her Havana as- 
pects -her Americanism-. But she • 
remains the Spanish queen city of the 
Antilles. 

f amiliar American Signs 

The electric signs boldly proclaim 
American electrical industries. The 
Biltmore, the Ritz and the Plaza p r «-'- 
gent homelike hotel name.- and home- 
like prices to the visiting Americans. 
Certain great banks of Manhattan 
hang signs also in Calle O'Reilly. Ha- 
vana boasts a Fifth avenue .Avenida 
Quinta and the Opera House facing 
Central Park (Parque Central) has 
been stormed' by Hollywood's cru- 
saders. 

So much for American Havana. 
Spanish La Hapana wears these Amer- 
icanisms like jewelry of a current 
fashion. La Habana insists on pa- 
tios builds houses in white, smooth 
stucco, and looks to it that every 
man, woman and child speaks Span- 
ish An American counts himself 
fortunate if his tourist chauffeur can 
spe: ik a modicum of English. I nnap- 
py, indeed, is he who asks for O'Reil- 
ly street. A Cuban may spell it that 
way hut he pronouces it Calle Oriya. 
La Habana is decorated with wrought- 
iron Spanish grills and innumerable 
wrought-iron Spanish balconies. La 
Habana's Juliets, however, prefer 
"playing the bear" with their beaux 
at the ground floor grills. The prison 
principle in courting, as practiced pub- 
licly along the narrow streets, never 
fail's to interest Americans. La Ha- 
bana's attitude toward women also 
remains Spanish. 

Siesta Custom Observed 

Americans aching to shed overcoats 
also find the Cuban capital a truly 
tropical city. While the shade may 
harbor charming temperatures em- 
phasized in tourist folders, the noon- 
day sun assaults anyone who dares 
venture from his cave of coolness. So 
Cubans wait within their caverns of 
shade from 11 until :'. o'clock, heeding 
the siesta custom of the trollies. Noon, 
day rest encourages a night life which 
lasts well into the morning. 

Havana has pride in her climate 
but she keeps constantly on the de- 
fense against it. A law prohibits th" 
sale of meat during the hottest part 
of the dav, milkmen deliver milk in 
ice, and in many homes abbreviated 
partitions instead of walls divide 
rooms. One experience a visitor to 
Havana never forgets is a stroll down 
Calle Obispo, a leading shopping 
street, under canvas sun canopies 
stretched from wall to wall. 



Benefits of the Tropics 

The benefits of th,- tropics are equal- 
ly apparent. Havana's markets dis- 
play an amazing variety of delicious 
fruit, avocado pears, anonas or cus- 
taid apples, zapotes, pineapples, sa- 
podillas. oranges, guavas and limes — 
all cheap by American standards. Two 
dozen beautiful roses can be purchased 
for Hi cents. Havana's parks and 
gardens are lush with brilliant rlow- 
ered tropic bushes and trees. Num- 
berless royal palm.-, erect as soldiers, 
cross iheir swordlike fronds high 
above the boulevard traffic. 

Havana's municipal housekeeping is 
admirable. Coasting along shore a 
newc im r sees 20 miles of white- 
walled homes housing this city of 
560,000 residents, gleaming through 
palms lining the Malecon Boulevard 
behind the sea wall. A narrow inlet 
at the eastern limit of this seascape 
affords a "tradesman's entrance" for 
the ships of all nations Jo Havana's 
convenient backdoor. Wharves, rail- 
roads, and shipping concentrate 
around the shores of the spacious, 
landlocked harbor. Cargoes of sugar 
and cigars go out toward Morro Cas- 
tle and the sea over the very spot 
where the sinking of the Maine start- 
ed the train of events which has led 
to the present close relationship be- 
tween Cubans and Americans.

Noted Organist Resigns Position at 
Church of the Epiphany 



After nearly 20 years of faithful 
service, broken only by one brief 
period when he was in the service of 
the Country during the World War, 
J. Albert Wilson has resigned as Or- 
ganist and Choirmaster of the 
('hurch »>f the Kpiphany. During 

his long incumbency he has brought 

the Kpiphany Choir, which now num- 
bers 45 men and boys, to so high a 
state of musical excellency as to be 
second to none in or around Boston. 
Critics have compared the choir 
favorably with the best of its kind 
in the country. 

Mr. Wilson came to the Kpiphany 
in 1909, succeeding Arthur K. 
Rabethge, His genius as an instruc- 
tor of boys soon made itself appar- 
ent while the quality of music he 
insisted upon attracted to the church 
men choisters of a particularly high 
type. The choir quickly established 
a local reputation which of late 
years has spread far beyond the con- 
lines of Winchester. 

Proof of the group's right to a 
ilace high in the Held of religious 
musical organizations offers itself 
in the notably fine Lenten oratorios 
sung yearly by the choir; including 
such works as "Olivet to Calvary" 
by Maunder; "Seven Last Words," 
Dubois;' selections from the "Mes- 
iah" by Handel and Spohr's "Cal. 
vary." In the last named, an ora- 
torio little known in this country 
and seldom sung because of a par- 
ticularly difficult score, Mr. Wilson's 
choir rose to unusual heights, win- 
ning for choristers and choirmaster I 
the unstinted praise alike of musi- 
cians and lovers of music. 

Aside from the reputation won as | 
a choirmaster Mr. Wilson is known 
as a sound musician and a noted or- 
ganist, having given recitals in many 
New England cities, including many 
at Harvard University, A Harvard 
man of wide musical experience, he 
has compi sed many numbers for the 
organ and has had the distinction of 
having one of his compositions 
played by the Boston Symphony 
Orchest rn. 

In addition to his exacting; duties 
as an organist and choirmaster, Mr. 
Wilson has won for himself an en. 
viable reputation as a teacher of 
pianoforte ami voice. numbering: 
among his pupils many from this 
town. During his lonsr association 
with the Church of the Kpiphany the 
veteran choirmaster has made many 
friends who will learn of his resigna- 
tion with regret. Mr. Wilson is to 
onelude his service with the Kpiph- 
any on Sunday but plans to teach 
part of bis time in Winchester.

The final chapter of the thrilling 
capture of two youthful gunmen on 
the night of Jan. 10. by Sergt. Wil- 
liam H. Rogers and Officer John K. 
Hanlon of the Police Department as- 
sisted by Arlington officers was writ- 
ten Wednesday in the Superior Crim- 
inal Court at Fast Cambridge where 
Judge Hugo Dubuque sentenced Rob- 
ert W. Langell Jr., It), of 3 Moore 
place, Arlington, and George L. Rid- 
er, li), of 18 Albemarle street, Arling- 
ton to serve 28 and 20 years respec- 
tively in Concord Reformatory after 
the latter hail pleaded guilty to four 
counts on indictments charging them 
with robbery while armed and with 
carryinir firearms without, a license. 
The difference in the length of the 
sentences was due to the fact that 
Langell was found to be the possessor 
of a previous criminal record and was 
on probation when he engaged in the 
robberies for which he was arrested 
by the local authorities. 

The robberies took place in the Hill 
District of Winchester in the vicinity 
of High street and Hutchinson road 
near the Arlington line. Langell 
and Rider were captured by the police 
in Arlington center and were later 
identified by two of their victims. The 
police link them with a series of au. 
tomobile robberies throughout this 
entire district. 

In court Wednesday Judge Dubuque 
stated that he at first had contem- 
plated sending the youths to prison 
for life, since in his opinion criminals dancing for adults

Sergeant Cassidy called to him to 
stop as he ran and fired two shots at 
his legs in an effort to enforce his 
command. The young fellow only ran 
the faster and the policeman emptied 
the chambers of his revolver after the 
speeding Nash in which the would- 
bo thieves were making their geta. 
way. 

Instead of wasting valuable time 
in turning the police car to take up 
the chase Sergeant Cassidy com- 
mandeered an approaching car and 
started after the marauders. His 
car was of the light variety and 
proved no match for the speed of the 



(lying coup.- which disappeared in 
the direction of Stoneham. 

Meanwhile the Buick, which the 
young men had been in the act of 
stealing, had rolled down the grade 
of Walcott road and avoiding the po- 
lice car had crossed Highland avenue 
and entered the yard of the Highland 
School where it was stopped without 
damage by a good sized snow bank. 

The machine was found to be the 
property of Mrs. Gage who was a 
guest at the home of Mrs. J. W. Rus- 
sell, Jr., on Walcott road.

An investigation disclosed the fact 
that the Nash was the property <>f 
the Roslindale Nash Company and 
had been stolen from where it had 
been parked on Hay State road in 
Boston at about 4:30 Tuesday after- 
noon. The thieves had evidently 
headed for Winchester to add to their 
collection.

The new writers are nev- 
pr obvious, but rather gain their ef- 
fests by pictures of emotion analyzed j 
objectively and subjectively till the I 
reader unconsciously understands the I 
character. The modern woman is a ' 
power to be reckoned with in litera- 
ture and is all right except when she \ 
tries to he a "smark Aleck." 

Willi pungent comment and apt 
words Miss Turner characterized her 
acquaintances among the writers and 
their works. Amy Lowell, Elinor Wy- 
lie, Jean Untermellyer, Edna St. Vin- 
cent Millay and many others. Many | 
she had known at the MacDowell 
Colony in Peterboro, N\ II., which she 
described in most humanly interest- I 
ing anecdotes. I 
Later Miss Turner read from her | 
own poems revealing sincerity and | 
enthusiasm of interests and a humor- 
ous appreciation of every day ex- | 
periences both real and imaginary. 
Her poems showed skillful mastery 
of rhyme and metre to convey mood 
and thought. She closed with the 
poem, Lucky Lindbergh, which has 
won her nation-wide fame. 

Quite in contrast to Miss Turner's 
was Mabel Cornelia Matson's reading 
of her poems. Two were of Christ- 
mas, tenderly appealing and very ex- 
pressive of thought and devotion. In 
i thers there was a mingling of pathos 
and humor most true to human ex. 
periences. By some strange turn she 
suggested laughter and tears almost 
in the same word, and often added a 
hint of satire to those. 

Georgianna T. Moore, recently 
known through her calendar of the 
holidays for school magazines, also 
read delightfully pictures of nature 
and country scenes and a tragically 
beautiful poem, called "Life" written 
after reading Edith Wharton's Age 
i f Innocence.

On Tuesday afternoon the dramnt- 
tics committee provided one of the 
delightful entertainmenst which the 
club members have become accus- 
tomed to expect from this commit- 
tee. The program consisted of two 
one-act plays and a monologue. 

The first play, "The Finger of God" 
was serious in tone. When the play 
begins Benson the butler, (Mrs. Cath- 
arine Hooper I is assisting his master 
Strickland to leave town quietly on 
the midnight train for Chicago.

This is a strong play 
and the long dialogue and the tense 
dramatic situation at the end were 
remarkably well handled.

The ventral plaza is not beautiful 
now. The earthquake partly ruined 
the imposing cathedral to the east; 
the Chinese, as a memorial, have built 
a number of pagodalike buildings to 
the north; the dignified Centennial 
Building occupies another side: and 
the Portales, with little one-and-two- 
story shops, complete the quadrangle. 
It is a curious picture of ruin, digni- 
ty, tawdriness, and pagodas. 

More interesting than the hodge- 
poge piazza is the old fruit woman 
who sits under a canopy on the cor- 
ner of the square, with heaps of 
oranges, mangoes, aquacates (avoca- 
dos), papayas, and melons piled about 
her, hobnobbing with all who pass, 
the people who for years have been 
her customers and friends. 

City Has Many Autos 
The street paving is beyond men- 
tion. The best is like our old cob- 
bled variety and the worst stops just 
short of the impassable. The four- 
wheel coach, drawn by two dejected 
steeds, is still the usual mode of con- 
veyance, although the city is full of 
private motor cars. 

Guatemala City needs paving, wa- 
terworks, and sewers, but so would 
any town that had passed through 
the ordeal that came to this capital in 
1917, and steps are being taken now 
to remedy these conditions. The city 
has many tine shops, comfortable 
! clubs, iit least two flood hotels, the 

inevitable motion-picture theaters, 
| where damaged American films are 
i shown, and marimba bands. 

The marimba, that queer African 
| instrument which Guatemala made 
i its own, has deep, rich tones, and pro- 
i duces profoundly stirring music, 
i When one stands close by. the sound 
' comes soft and mellow, but not laek- 
i ing in volume, and when one hears it 
: from afar there is the same surging, 
! welling volume of harmony, often 
I wildly barbaric, but always denoting 
| some deep, li;il f -dreamed primitive 

emotion. 

I do not believe that any other 
! national instrument so completely e\- 
j presses the soul of the people who 

make it and play it as does the ma- 
i rimba. In it the Indian id' Guntema- 
| la finds the musical expression of his 

race. 

I Hut Guatemala City is to me not a 
I place of churches, plazas, buildings, 
! and pavement. Its overtones are pro- 
duced by ii little group of whites and 
! mestizos (half-breeds), but its domi- 
nant note comes from the Indian 
I masses. 

| The streets of the city throng with 
steady processions of Indian carriers, 
. x-carts, mule trains. The Indian is 
i the l.ui den-carrier, the ox-driver, the 
I muleteer, the servant. Ten miles 
; away, in the village .if Miyco, live the 
Indians who each day carry to the 
capital the foodstuffs which its peo. 
pie buy. 



LINDBERGH VISITS CITY OF THE 
MARIMBA 



Gautemala City is not of the New 
World, says a communication to the 
National Geographic Society describ- 
ing the first of the capitals which 
Lindberg is visiting on his good will 
tour through Central America. 

Gautemala City belong to Old Spain, 
continues the communication. It is a 
city suggestive of the Moors, with 
narrow streets, varicolored houses, 
deep-set, barred windows, bright pa- 
tios, porticoes, and colonnades. 

Guatemala's capital has always been 
Vulcan's plaything. He has shaken it 
down, even destroyed it, and has seen 
it rise again on three different sites 
and under as many names. 

Lake Engulfs Old City 

In 1527 Pedro de Alvarado began 
the first city on the lower slopes of 
Agua. In 1.11 -am.' a night of tor- 
rential rain, lightning, thunder, and 
earth rumblings, then a terrifying 
shudder. The crater of Augua Was 
torn apart and the lake which filled it 
rushed down to overwhelm the city. 

A new capital, but a few miles to 
the northeast, in time became one of 
the most imposing cities of the New 
World, with spend id palaces and more 
than 60 impressive church buildings. 
The old city was but a memory, earth- 
quakes were forgotten, and all seemed 
well as the new capital grew richer 
and more powerful. 

In 1717, with an eruption nf Fuego, 
came an earthquake that leveled the 
city. Again it was built and atrain 
shaken down in 177M, the year of th? 
Boston tea partv. 

Kebui't Since 1917 

The capital was again transferred, 
this time 30 miles away to th" site 
of the present city, and the life of 
the people moved on until in 1017 
came a series of tremblings that fir I 
cracked the thick adobe walls and 
then caused them to crumble. Since 
li>17 the capital city has acain been 
practically rebuilt, thus illustrating

Proud citizens of five capitals of 
five Central American republics, 
Guatemala City, San Salvador. Tegu- 
cigalpa. Managua, San Jose, and 
Panama City are the cities which 
Lindbergh has visited, says a bulle- 
tin from the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 

Guatemala City. bT>0 miles south- 
east of Mexico City, can easily es- 
tablish its claim as the largest city 
in Central America, equal in popula- 
tion to Leading. Pennsylvania. 

Guatemala City, 650 miles south- 
east of Mexico City, can easily estab- 
lish its claim as the largest city in 
Central America, equal in population 
to Reading, Pennsylvania. 

Guatemala's first capital, founded 
a century before the Pilgrims landed, 
was at Ciudad Vieja on the slopes of 
Volcan do Agua. That city was de- 
stroyed by an earthquake and a cra- 
ter lake engulfing it at the same time, 
Antigua, the second capital, reveals 
the ruins of 60 churches that once 
dominated this metropolis. In the 
year of the Boston Tea Party, Gua- 
temala suffered an upheaval which 
destroyed the capital so it was moved 
to the present Guatemala City, a vil 
lage where a splendid church seemei 
to miss the quakes. 

Even that famous church fell down 
in a terrific trembler ten years ago. 
Only two Central American capitals, 
Tegucigalpa and Panama City have 
escaped periodic destruction by earth- 
quake, but none has been so fre- 
quently shattered as Guatemala City. 

San' Salvador, capital of the state 
of that name, is a 179-mile hop from 
Guatemala City. From the air Lind- 
bergh cannot help seeing what Sal- 
vadoreans cannot resist showing 
him— beautiful Lake Ilopango. Hotels 
and resorts border this blue pool 
which reflects mountains and smok- 
ing volcanoes. From the waters the 
flyer's menu may be filled out with 
fresh water shrimps as large as lob- 
sters, a special delicacy enjoyed by 
residents of the capital. Other spec- 
ialties are tortoise eggs and snails. 

The Spirit of St. Louis, flying in- 
to the rising sun f<>r 110 miles, 
reached Toguciagalpa capital of Hon- 
duras. An airplane is a splendid 
vehicle to travel in to Tegucigalpa 
because no railroad runs there. The 
automobile highways have brought on 
the region the name of "the land of 
broken springs." Tegucigalpa, hav- 
ing? about the population of Stam- 
ford, Connecticut, was the capital of 
the short lived "United States of 
Central America." 

Managua, war-torn capital of Nic- 
aragua) is another jump of 1 7."> miles 
southeast. It is beautifully situated 
on Lake Managua and numbers about 
as many citizens as Bloomington, 111. 

Two hundred and forty miles far- 
ther in a southeasterly direction lies 
San Jose, capital of Costa Rica. The 
first capital was at Cartago, which, 
severely jolted by earthquakes, still 
holds architectural treasures of the 
Spanish era. Costa Rica's War of 
Independence in 1821 resulted in San 
Jose 8 being made the capital. It is 
a city the size of Decatur. 111. It i 
lacks' the neighboring lakes of its | 
sister capitals, but has an opera 
house, one of the finest in the world. | 
Lindbergh was received there. The 
President's New Year ball is the 
great annual event. 

Five hundred miles due east again 
and Lindbergh droped down on Pana- 
ma City, famous for pirates, for a 
flat arch of the ruined church of San- 
to Domingo and for American sanita- 
tion. We think of Lindbergh as fly- 
ing south through Central America. 
He is flvim: east also. Mexico City, 
his point of departure, is in the same 
longitude as Oklahoma City, while 
Panama City lies en the longitude of 
Charleston, South Carolina, or Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. I 
Panama perpetrates a geographic i 
joke on those who visit it. From the 
sea wall promenade one can see the 
sun rise majestically from the broad 
blue bosom of the Pacific, which to 
most Americans is the proper place j 
for the setting sun. And when one 
sails from Panama City to Colon, the 
Atlantic terminal of the Canal, the 
direction is from southeast to north- j 
east, instead of from west to east. As 
one writer phrases it. "there is some- I 
thing crooked about this." And so ! 
there is but the crookedness is to be 
found In the geography of the isth- 
mus, which makes a broad "S" curve, 
like an expansion band in a pipe-line, 
before it finally links the two conti- 

nents. , 

Although the present city of Pana- 
ma dates from the 17th century, it j 
is considered historically the new- 
city, to distinguish it from Old Pana- I 
mn. now in ruins, a few miles east, j 
Old Panama was entirely destroyed 
bv piratical Henry Morgan, later 
Sir Henry, in 1671, and the new city- 
was built shortly afterward on a 
high rocky spit of land running out 
into a wide blue bay of the Pacific. 
Although Panama City is not actual- 
ly in the Canal Zone, nor is it on the 
Canal, complete jurisdiction has been 
granted the United States over all 
matters relating to sanitation and 
quarantine.

BERESOV: LAND OF THE 
OSTYAKS 



Far North radio operators report 
recoption of Station Aurora Borealis. 
And, according to the "listerners in" 
at Beresov, Tobolsk Province, Siberia, 
Station A B's "program" is melodious 
even if the less imaginative might 
merely call it "interference." 

Beresov is an isolated town of 
wooden huts, native dugouts, and 2000 
inhabitants on the Sosva River about 
100 miles east of the Ural Mountains 
and about as far south of the Arctic 
Circle as the southern coast of Ire- 
land, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C. headquarters of the Na- 



tional Geographic Society. Tobolsk, 
the nearest sizable town, and Saikova 
the nearest station of the Trans-Si- 
berian railway, are about 400 miles 
south of the village. 

Land of the Ostyaks 

While many Russians inhabit Bere- 
sov it is in the land of the Ostyaks, 
a race of people whose long heads, 
thick lips, round faces, protruding 
cheek bones, dark narrow eyes, 
smooth black hair, and yellow-gray 
skin, are in sharp contrast to the 
features of their European neighbors 
just across the Ural range. 

The Ostyaks are divided into small 
clans, each clan usually representing 
a family. In the winter they remain 
in and near the villages but summer 
time finds them in the fields in their 
tents of birch hark and deerskin. 

Few of the clansmen can read or 
write and figures are almost unknown 
to them. The notches on a stick are 
to the Ostyak what the beads on a 
counting board are to a Chinaman. 
A fathom is measured by the distance 
between the finger tips of out- 
stretched arms. Time is measured 
by the interval it takes for a pot of 
a certain size to boil. 
Children Forced to Smoke Tobacco 

Medicine men and pagan priests 
held sway over the Ostyaks before 
the Russians conquered them. Now- 
many are Christians (Russian Ortho- 
dox) and Moslems. However, the 
clansmen still retain some of their 
old customs. In many of the huts 
clan images, carved out of wood and 
paly painted, are still to he seen. 
Bleeding the sick is still a favorite 
cure-all and some clans insist that 
their children smoke tobacco to pre- 
vent sore throats and lung infec- 
tions. 

The bear has always been held 
sacred by the Ostyaks. When they 
kill one, the clansmen apologize to 
the carcass for several days. They 
insist the blame for taking the bear's 
life is not theirs, but Russians' who 
sold them tho guns. To swear "by 
the jawbone of a bear" is as sacred 
as swearinp on the Bible in a Chris- 
tian country. For three years after 
the death of a clansman an imatre of 
the deceased is dressed and undressed 
set up to the table, and put to bed as 
if a living thing. Then it is buried 
with the remains. 

Were Once Well Organized Race 

Good Ostyak wives are luxuries, 
and the clansmen often have more 
than one. An ardent swain micrht 
pay ten fox pelts an) a herd of deer 
for the girl of his choice. If he i< 
not a matrimonial diplomat, he hires 
a rrofessii nal go-between to bargain 
with the prospective bride's parents. 
After the ceremony, the bride settles 
down to her job of taking- care of the 
home, and the reindeer herd too, if 
her husband is fortunate enough to 
have one. In her spare time she 
makes fine embroidery on linen, made 
of flax and hemp which she raises. 
Some of the men are skilled in wood 
and bone carving. 

Ostyaks seldom grow taller than 
5 feet 4 inches. In the winter the 
numerous layers of deerskin cloth- 
ing make them nearly as broad as 
they are tall. The reindeer is not 
only the chief source of clothing but 
also the chief means of Ostyak trans- 
portion. And raw reindeer meat is 
one of their principal foods. Corn 
meal boiled with fish bones, and en. 
trails of fish, soaked in oil, are Ostyak 
delicacies. 

Old forts in the Beresov region re- 
call the days when the Ostyaks were 
a well organized race that for many 
years staved off Russian aggression 
in western Siberia. Since they were 
conquered the race has disintegrated 
and through trade and intermarriage 
with the Russians, their language is 
rapidly disappearing.

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AMERICAN DEMAND FOR RUBBER OPENS AFRICAN EMPIRE 



Progress of Plan to Create Our Own Source 
of Supply in Liberia Foreshadows 
Freedom from Foreign Control 

The business of building a new empire in Africa is well advanced. American 
energy and American methods are converting one comer of that primitive work* 
into something like a miniature America. Before long the far land of Liberia 
will have modern schools, power plants, motor roads, chain stores and other 
familiar institutions of American life. Already our movies afford the native- 
a glimpse of us at home. Engineers, agricultural specialists, medical men 
and more of many crafts make up this army of empire builders. All of this i? 
possible because, for the first time in the march of the centuries, organized 
progress has come to a land that endures almost as it was in the beginning 

Even the name of Liberia falls strangely upon the 
ear in this hurrying world of ours. But the man with a 
smattering of his geography still in mind will recali that 
the eotintry lies a degree or two above the equator, almost 
at the western tip of Africa. If his history is as clear 
as his geography he will remember that Liberia was the 
first and continues to be the greatest of the negro re- 
publics. Colonized a hundred years ago by some of our 
freed slaves, it was soon to become the scene of the black 
man's original experiment in self government. 

. That he has justified many hopes is proved by the 
position of Liberia today, a country stirred by the touch 
of Western progress. Its resources are a guarantee of 
future development. Politically it is well established. 
When the League of Nations convenes Liberia has a seat 
at the round table. Relations with our own country have 
been especially close; in fact Liberia looks to America as 
its best friend. But in spite of old ties and natural friend- 
ship, we never took an active part in Liberian develop- 
ment until the last year or two. 



Thus the little republic founded 
under Buch stress has pone alone: 
its way, doing as host it might. Be- 
ginning with nothing, a great deal 

has been i orpplished Descendants 

of the colonizers have brought a 
measure of civilization to the 2,000.- 
000 natives. But the task was a 
huge <>ne indeed and progress limited 
to the means at hand. Doubtless 
the history of Liberia, of all western 
Africa, Would have continued its 
slow evolution if the needs of mod- 
ern America had not turned interest 
that way. 

Indirectly the automobile was 
destined to niter the course of his- 
tory. With the automobile came the 
world need for rubber. Although 

this precioua substance was first 
found in the Vmazon valley, control 
and development long since passed to 
the Middle East, where British and 
Dutch planters now raise practically 
the whole supply. Ir an effort to 
"corner" this supply the British gov- 
ernment passed a restriction measure 
that has cost the American automo- 
bilist untold millions since 1922. 

Apparently there was no means of 
relief; certainly no early relief. It 
takes five years for a rubber tree to 
become productive and such trees can 
be cultivated only within a few de- 
grees of the equator. Seemingly the 
American consumer could do nothing 
but pay the bill. Yet there wns some- 
thing that might be done. Harvey S. 
Firestone, president of the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Company, sat down in 
his private otlice at Akron, Ohio, and 
wondered now be should undertake 
the job. 

Mr. Firestone wns one of the pio- 
neers in tire manufacture. He prob- 
ahly knows as much about the sub 
ject as any other man. And he rea- 
soned that the increasing need for 
rubber meant complete surrender to 
foreign growers unless a new source 
could be found. Bnt how to find it t 
The aniwer involved a .vorld search 
of more than two years, which ended 
in Liberia Climate, soil, govern- 
ment, people — everything invited to 
the biggest industrial enterprise 
known to western Africa. It really is 
n uch more than that — the conversion 
of the primitive. 

In this way the empire builders 
turned eastward, instead of westward, 
as the course of empire has been said 
to travel. They were a force of young 
men, carrying surveyors' chains; of 
young doctors, bearing their instru- 
ments: of experts in soils, digging 
everywhere: of trained "rubber 
men" and every trade needed to hew 
the empire from its pristine fastness 
Surely " An.erican business never 
knew a richer romance. Not since the 
winning of the west have we engaged 
In such an enterprise. Where the 
west was won by many men, a genera- 
tion of men engaged in a national ef- 
fort, the new empire is to be the crea- 
tion of a single organization. 

Once convinced Liberia mot Ameri- 
?an needs Mr. Firestone launched the 
undertaking with a vigor that has ac- 
^ptelished much in a short time. The

beginning was not made \ ithout omi- 
nous predictions. Voices overseas and 
at home pronounced the climate "im- 
possible," the labor supply undepend 
able, the plan visionary. Yet the 
facts were ,ilain enough. Climate 
soil, government, people, were friend 
ly. Only that long five years lay be- 
tween the first planting and the firs' 
rubber. Then the Firestone planta 
tions would he a whole month nearei 
to New Y«.rk than the Middle Bast 
rubber ports. An American-owned 
American-raised supply would replace 
one arbitrarily controlled, subject o 
foreign dictation at any time. 

It is now almost two years since 
the rubber pioneers wen' into Africa 
They took over 2.000 acres of t re- 
planted some years before, a planta 
tion that has yielded well This smal' 
acreage merely proved the possibili 
tics of the l.iberian concession, grant 
ing 1,000,000 acres anywhere in the 
republic's boundaries. The real task 
wa.' to locate suitable plantations and 
get them started toward cultivation 

The statement conveys no hint of 
the difficulties. We must think of a 
country without railroads, highways 
or river craft big enough to serve anv 
worth while purpose. A few miles 
from the coast lies the jungle: the 
jungle that was in the beginning of 
time, a place of mystery, vast depths 
uiiknown things. It even encroaches 
down to the coast, awaiting the white 
man, ready to mock him. 

Into this jungle went the "rubber 
men." They ventured two years ago, 
but the span of their effort is hardly 
longer than a year. And « monumen- 
tal year it has been, filled with 
achievement, golden in promise. So 
far they have established two planta- 
tions. One of them includes 50,000 
acres about forty miles from the Li- 
byan capital of Monrovie, a city 
named for our own President, James 
Monroe. This plantation on the Du 
River has a flourishing American 
town as its center. 

The visitor might think himself in 
any typical western camp of the 
"boom" days.

fortune. We may in- 
stantly recall the first 
failure at the Panama 
Canal, followed by the 
struggle of later years 
later years to complete 
"the big ditch." Or we 
may think of the first 
tunnel under the Alps. 
We have yet fresh in 

mind our difficulties in— 

the Philippines, in Porto Rico. Never 
before has an American industry un- 
dertaken foreign pioneering on any- 
thing like this scale. It is empire 
building in the first person singular. 

This latter daj pioneering goes for- 
ward in the way of a big business 
enterprise. It is just another depart- 
ment of the industry. One of these 
days radio communication will be 
opened between Liberian plantations 
and the Akron factory. Then the 
head of the business may well say to 
his operator, "Just get Mr. Jones for 
me if he is in his office down on the 
Du." If Mr. Jones himself cannot be 
transported by any sort of magic we 
know, yet his words, his thoughts, 
hi' personality can be whisked across 
those thousands of miles by the magic 
of the speaking wave. 

It is Intern ting to note that the 
Liberian government has embarked 
upon a serk-E of improvements, along 
with those of private enterprise. The 
pioneers, having laid miles of good 
roads and planning many more, are 
encouraged to find the government 
working upon a system of its own. 
Then we may expect the busy motor 
c! * to flit along African roads in the 
way that we see it on our own. This 
public and private co-operation ex- 
tends to education and public works 
of manv kinds. The leaven is at 
work, Liberia is on the move. 

Here, then, behold the miracle that 
rubber wrought. If ,'t bad not heen 
for the automobile there would have 
been no need of tires. Without tires 
f ere could have been no vast store 
of wealth in Eastern rubber. Then 
we should have had r British re- 
striction act and no occasion to oner 
the latest empire. But since each of 
these things had to be in the course 
of procress it ha? brought much gooH 
of light, of the new day to a far land

the stores now l^ing established. 
This later enterprise presents enough 
problem.; to keep any man busy. It 
takes a nice judgment to know what 
sorts of hairpins should be ordered 
for the Liberian trade, along with the 
thousand and one articles demanded 
by natives and Americans. As tho 
stores develop their plan of operation, 
they will handle almost any article 
that can be bought in a five and ten- 
cent store at home, added to thou- 
sands of necessary articles sold by the 
hardware dealer, the druggist and tho 
grocer. In effect, they will be depart- 
ment stores transplanted, on a smaller 
scale. 

An effort to introduce hygiene and 
medicine also will come under Mr. 
Firestone's attention. So far the un- 
dertaking has been attended by little 
sickness among the white force and 
precautions will be taken to maintain 
this record. It is also hoped to im- 
prove the surroundings of the native 
workers and to gradually instruct 
them in benefits of sanitation. Ah 
they are a people quick to learn, this 
hone seems well founded. The medi- 
cal staff looks to the health of all 
hands at all imes. 

Considered from any standpoint, 
the Liberian development has heen 
well launched and the day of produc- 
tion on a broad scale is a matter of 
time. The Rteps taken, having been 
laid so far towards the goal, it only 
remains to intensify efforts and bring 
every acre under cultivation that the 
field force is able to clear That 
force will be increased ir, 'hp ncyt 
year as rapidly as the administrative 
staff can train *"d accommodate na- 
tive workers. The 15.000 acres al- 
ready planted should be measurably 
increased before another January.

Since 1924 there has been a steady 
decline in drunkenness. New recruits 
to drinking arc fewer each year. 
Wi ll'. ••■ workers have almost unan- 
imously been won to the side of pro. 
hibition by the results they have seen. 
They emphasize the fact that reduc- 
tion of drunkenness since 1924 lias 
come in spite of organized bootleg- 
ging and therefore presents a more 
significant condition than that which 
followed the temporary stopping of 
liquor in 1920, Massachusetts So- 
ciety for prevention of Cruelty to 
Children handles BOOO cases each 
year. In 1916 intemperance was a 
"factor in abuse of 48 per cent. In 
1927 in only 17 per cent. Facts gath- 
ered by Dr. Haven Emerson of Co- 
lumbia College of physicians and sur- 
geons state that juvenile delinquency 
in Massachusetts has fallen off 50 
per cent since prohibition. Average 
age of almshouse inmates is now 
nearly 20 years older than it was 10 
years ago. We have no more "snow 
birds." People who used to spend 
their winters in the almshouse and 
leave with the return of spring. 

Cases of chronic alcoholism re- 
quiring beds in State Hospitals have- 
so diminished that the State has con- 
verted one institution into a Cancer 
Hospital and is building its new 
State prison on the abandoned site 
of another. 

Doctor Emerson has given this 
matter serious study and considera- 
tion: he says, "There has been im- 
proved production in industry an al- 
most entire absence of the serious 
Monday and holiday slackening of 
production due to alcoholism!" 

He finds that the savings bank de- 
posits increased in Fall River to 
exactly the sum of the previous drink 
bill of that community. 

Facing all these facts, members of 
the W. C. T. U. believe more firmly 
than ever that prohibition even 
though poorly enforced is still the 
best method of dealing with the 
liquor problem.

The X-ray department of the Win- 
chester Hospital was started Nov. l. 
i L'2-4. (>n that date the elaborate 
X-ray machine given by Mr. and Mrs. 
B. R. Houghton of Stoneham as their 
contribution to the campaign drive 
of the spring of 11»'_'4. was installed 
and ready to be put into operation. 

Dr. Robert G. Vance, Roentgenolo. 
gist for the hospital, has been in 
charge of this department since its 
beginning. He is connected with the 
Huntington Memorial Hospital, the 
Massachusetts General Hospital and 
the Chelsea Memorial Hospital. 

It is very fortunate for Winchester 
that Mr. and Mrs. Houghti n desired 
to present the Winchester Hospital 
with their generous gift at that time. 
Fifteen hundred and forty-two pa- 
tients have made use of the X-ray 
machine since its installation up to 
Jan. 1. 1928. In November 1:<_'4. 32 
cases were treated and in November, 
1027. ">."■ cases. 

The X-ray machine has been lo- 
cated, like many in other hospitals, 
in improvised quarters wherever room 
could be found. Thi- new addition to 
the hospital will provide adequate 
space for the X-ray work and suita- 
ble waiting rooms for the patients. 

The need and value of an X-ray 
machine is shown from the following 
instances, taken fr< m the many cases 
treated last fall. 

A patient, suffering fr«»m a severe 
cold had X-ray* taken to determine if 
pneumonia or any other condition was 
present . 

I There wire a few cases of fracture 
of both bones of the forearm. X-rays 
I were taken to see from the position 
| of the bones if an open reduction wa* 
| necessary and after reduction as a 
j check-up. 

' The c< ndition of a cardiac case was 

checked several tines by X-ray. 
I A patient, an accident case, came 
I in and complained of his shoulder. 
The X-ray plates show,-,! scapular and 
ribs badly fractured and fluid in the 
chest. His condition was checked at 
.various times by X-ray while he was 
i at the hospital. 

I In industrial accidents the X-ray 
I showed how much damage wa* done 
' to the bones of the lingers of the 
patient. 

Picture taken in gastro- intestinal 
cases, to determine the cause, showed 
what operative procedure, if any. 
would be necessary. 

A patient fell on the ice. went to 
work and complained of severe head- 
ache. When he came to the hospital 
the next day for X-rays, it was found 
that he had fractured his skull. 

Thus the facilities of the X-ray de- 
partment h.dp the patients in the 
hospital and those who come as out- 
patients by plainly and promptly de- 
termining what treatment is neces- 
sary in each case.

MOCK TRIAL BY BAPTISTS WELL I 
DONE

"The Great Chicken Case," a mock 
trial, was presented Monday evening 
to an audience of good size in Lyceum 
Hall by the "Caster Players", com- 
prising members of the First Baptist 
Church Sunday School. Everyone was 
enthusiastic about the show which was 
well done in every particular from 
start to tinish. 

As might be suspected the plot 
Centered about the theft of a chicken 
by one Henry Henpeck, played by Al- 
bert W. Friend. Henry had been ap- 
prehended by Sneriff Hezikiah Hen- 
derson (Franklin Pynn) and on Mon- 
day evening appeared in the "soo- 
perior" court before Judge Hiram 
Hayseed (Daniel C. Linscott).

An es- 
specially representative jury gath- 
ered at some pains and considerable 
expense heard the case and announced 
a verdict. The witnesses on both 
sides were absolutely certain of their 
facts. 

In all instances the parts were well 
taken and it would be rather hard to 
single out any especial character as 
better played than the others. We 
did, however, like Walter Stewart as 
the stuttering, finally forced-to-sing- 
it G. W. T. J. J. G. A. A. L. Johnson 
and "Alex" MacDonald as Herbert 
Hoover might even get a Democratic 
nomination for the presidency. 

Midway through the trial consid- 
erable excitement was occasioned 
when two unannounced principals in 
the audience engaged in a wordy con- 
troversy of some heat during the 
testimony offered for the plaintiff by 
Mrs. Rev. R. U. Penitent (Miss Edna 
Ralph). So boisterous did the de- 
bators become that Judge Hayseed 
was constrained to order their re- 
moval from the hall by Sheriff Hen- 
derson. The stalwart minion of the 
law met with strenuous opposition 
from the two advocates of free speech 
and it was necessary to literally drag 
the disturbing elements of an other- 
wise orderly courtroom from their 
places.

At the conclusion of the trial Miss 
Dora Captuccio of Arlington de- 
lighted her hearers with severlrl se- 
lecticns beautifully played upon the 
accordian.

Now that the great "let down*' af- 
ter Christmas has come; and before 
the plans for our summer vacation be- 
gin let us give a few thoughts to our 
young people of Winchester. 

This town is called, and is supposed 
to be, the wealthiest suburb of Bos- 
ton. As in all other towns and cities 
they have their Boy and Girl Scouts. 
How many of us know that these or- 
ganizations are supported by a very' 
small percentage of the townspeople. 
For some people the summer camps 
seem a wonderful opportunity to have 
j their sons and daughters, among 
| healthful and good moral surround- 
1 ings. under the supervision of men 
and women worth while. To others 
it seems a good place to send the boy 
or girl to get them out of the way in 
the best and cheapest way possible. 

The Girl Scouts I cannot speak of 
from personal knowledge, but the Boy- 
Scouts last year, if it had not been 
for Mr. Butters' own big heart, would 
have lost out on a great many trips 
that were not only pleasure trips but 
were education. A trip to a State 
fish hatchery, another to Fort Knox, 
up the Penobscot River, one of the old 
land marks of this country;, and an- 
< ther day on the battleship Arkan- 
sas, which lay at anchor in Penobscot 
Bay. It was Mr. Butters who loaded 
his own car until the springs lay flat 
on the axels, with boys and luggage 
and started from Winchester to Camp 
on a 220-mile ride; and at the close 
of camp made the return trip. It was 
he who got up early in the morning 
and made several trips to carry the 
youngest boys to the starting point 
on their all-day outings. 

Continual trips were made to Bel- 
fast for provisions, and to the hospital 
with those boys who needed small at- 
tentions to minor hurts, which, with 
neglect, might have proved serious. 

Without my seeing these acts, with 
my own eyes, the people of Winches- 
ter would never have known of them. 
I am sending this to you in good faith 
and hope Mr. Butters will not disa- 
prove of my letting you all know 
about the little personal inside life in 
camp. 

A year ago enough money came in 
to hire a truck, to transport some of 
the boys and to use for necessities 
during camp month. Last year must 
have been a very "hard year" for 
there were not funds enough to re- 
peat this act. 

If some of the mothers and fathers 
who send their boys to camp; and the 
townspeople who are interested in 
our boys welfare, could look in. any- 
time, day or night, anil see their son 
a happy member of one large family, 
surprised constantly, in their work 
and play, by Counselors, and a Scout- 
master who gives each and every boy 
his personal care and instruction; 
who joins them in their games and 
help them in their little difficulties; 
and in other words is a "real father" 
and pal to them all. I am sure that 
they would feel that now is a good 
time to plan their sons or daughters 
vacation; and send in their contribu- 
tions, no matter how small to be used 
for the summer camps for the Boy 
and Girl Scouts of Winchester.

LEWIS PARK HURST 



Public-splHted Citizen, Philanthropist, 
Humanitarian 



T e.wis Parkhurst was born in 
stable, Mass. in 1856. He came of 
sturdy New England family of the 
best type. His father was a farmer 
and .umberman and for a time lived 
in Brookline, New Hampshire, where 
he engaged in lumbering white pine, 
later returning to his old home in 
Dunstable. While living in Brookline 
Lewis attended the public schools at 
South Woodstock, Vt. then the acad- 
emy at that place where he prepared 
for' college, afterwards going down 
river to Dartmouth where he was 
graduated in 1878. So in his boyhood 
days Lewis Parkhurst was thorough- 
ly 'tinctured with the vitalizing, man- 
making atmosphere of three North- 
em states, all famous for the large 
number of good men Pnd great that 
they have nurtured and given to the 
world to til! its high places of honor, 
responsibility and trust. Of these 
distinguished sons lewis Parkhurst is 
not the least. Li his college days he 
dreamed of a life of active philan- 
thropic service and that dream has 
come true. With willing toil of heart 
and haul, and bounty of gold he has 
ret ime! to the communities and in- 
stitutions that helned him in his up- 
ward struggle a'.l that they cave him. 
and rounding and doubling the meas- 
ure he has cheerfully given more un- 
til all are indebted to him for prmceTy 
gifts and devoted service 

Pages might be rilled in recording 
his private benefactions and gifts to 
the poor and unfortunate. That is not 
my purpose. I shall record here some 
of the great public benefactions known 
to all his fellow citizens who read, 
but forgotten by seme because they 
are too numerous to remember. 

Leaving college he started out on 
the great highway of life, head up. 
resolute, unafraid and in his heart the 
"ranture of a high resolve." In the 
beginning he taught school. He was 
poor as Worldly possessions are count- 
ed but he was rich in qualities of 
heart and soul that make a man a 
man. As soon as he was able he re- 
turned to his alma mater and settled 
his account with her, not that he 
owed her in a money sense, but it 
vns a thank offering of gratitude that 
filled his heart and he must pav even 
bis gratitude. With onen hand he 
bestowed a princely gift, a beautiful 
building costing a fortune, and what 
was more he gave his services. 

Again we see him serving the State 
that eave him b : rth. In her repre- 
sentative halls' he eave his best for 
her best good. His sympathy for 
those whose lives are broken and 
whose lot is hard led him to visit the 
State rr-'sci and h" began an investi- 
gation of that institution and its in- 
mates. He was touched with pity for 
the fnfortunpte and he was shocked 
nt the m'-e*able conditions he found 
and th" lack of decent accommoda- 
tions. He told the legislature that the 
institution was a disgrace to the State 
and he plead for a better one. He 
sr-ent thousands of dol'ars of his per- 
sonal fortune advertising in the pub- 



continuing until ls87. v Winchester 
was peacefully sleeping when he came 
here. She was not suffering with 
growing pains. Her natural beauty- 
was marred by certain neglected 
spots, old, unsightly buildings includ- 
ing a tannery, livery stable, freight 
yard, shacks right in the center of 
the town in the eyes of everybody 
where now is that beautiful plot named 
Manchester Field. "It's an eye sore 
and a disgrace tu the town," said For- 
rest C. Manchester. "Let's clean it 
up," said Lewis Parkhurst. And they 
went at it working shoulder to shoul- 
der, overcoming obstacles put in their 
way to defeat their purpose, fighting 
strong opposition, hanging on when 
there was not much to hang on to, 
winning over this commission and that 
commission and although they were 
defeated in the first town meeting 
they won in the next. The freight 
yard, livery stable and tannery were 
razed and a beautiful park made in 
their place. The town did well to 
name it Manchester Field. There nev- 
er was a finer, more lovable, generous 
man than Forrest C. Manchester. 
Mrs. Manchester was true, sincere 
and wholly admirable. Both died in 
early middle life. 

With open heart and hand Mr. Park- 
hurst continued his public-spirited 
work. He has served the town in ca- 
pacities too numerous to mention: on 
the water board, school committee, as 
trustee of the public library, and im- 
portant committees too numerous to 
record. He gave the library to the 
Winchester High School; he was chair- 
man of the building committee that 
built the Unitarian Church, an.! he has 
given it a costly organ. Largely 
through his efforts the high school 
grounds were beautified and a war 
memorial placed thvre in appropriate 
setting. Always giving willingly and 
cheerfully he is still carrying on al- 
though, as he says, he has passed the 
age when most men retire from active 
duties. 

His latest work for the town is a 
crowning achievement of years of gen- 
erous, cheerful toil and giving for the 
good of all the people now and gener- 
ations to come. He has accomplished 
this philanthropy as chairman of the 
Water Ways Committee. As a mem-

Fifteenth centuries, just as at present, 
it was necessarj to lake care of uu- 
Oiurried women, ami this could not al- 
ways he done hy means of convents. 
! although u greater number ef tzirls 
i went in convents then than nowadays. 
I The i fafis excluded women often on 
I principle but in practice women 
worked in almost all crafts? during ttie 
Middle ages, as simple workers as 
well as at the head of enterprises. 

The professions in which women ex- 
celled were, of course, those WhlCQ 
were related t" the traditional fem- 
inine work, as weaving, cord manufac- 
ture and the textile crafts in general. 
Many Women became leading seam- 
stresses. Feminine tailors were far 
mow frequent during the Middle ages 
than now. The gold industry always 
had a group of feminine and a group 
of masculine workers. Women often 
were barbers, ami feminine musicians 
played in most of the wine inns. 
Women were teachers not only in their 
convent schools hut also in general 
scliools. Above all, there was never 
I luck of woimi physicians.

Region of Desolation 

Few regions tire more retiiarkabla 
than those near the Caspian sea, The 
waters of iii<- sea once stretched far 
north and joined the Arctic ocean t hut 
now. after countless aL'es. they have 
Receded to their present limit-. Vast 
Bfretches of w««t» and tlarren land 
are ltd where tlie waters once <'vtend> 
e<J- deserts of reddish clay, with oc- 
casional niarslies. 

This the region known as the 
"Lund of Everlasting t ire." After sun- 
set, leaping up on nil sides from renta 
in the interminable plain, rise ghostly, 
dancing tongues of flame, untarnished 
hy smoke, casting a luriil light all 
around. 

Dotted atioui lie squat temples, from 
whose pinnacles rise columns of fierce 
rlauie. the dread gods incarnate of the 
fire-worshipers. The columns are said 
to have burnt continuously since the 
birth of Confucius. 

The everlasting fires are not the dis- 
embodied souls of dead men and de- 
mons, as the natives believe, but are 
due to torrents of gas which stream

WINCHESTER HOME DAMAGED 
BY FLAMES TUESDAY 



A two fanyly dwelling at 077-070 
Main street was damaged by a> fire 
which was discovered shortly after 
4 o'clock Tuesday morning by occu- 
pants of the house who were forced 
to flee thinly clad into the bitter cold 
out of doors. 

The origin of the fire is not known. 
It started in the basement and worked 
its waj; up around the heater into the 
lower apartment occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph F. Donahue and their 
three small children. 

Mr. Donahue was awakened to find 
his rooms filled with smoke. Arous- 
ing his own family he hastened to in- 
form the occupants of the upper 
apartment, Mr. and Mrs. John H. 
Bryce and their five children, the eld- 
est 16. This done Mr. Donahue lost 
no time in pulling an alarm from Box 
45, situated at the corner of Rusself 
road and Main street. 

The early morning was extremely- 
cold and the shivering refugees were 
quickly offered the shelter of neigh- 
boring homes while the firemen were 
fighting the blaze in their own. 

The fire while unconsequential was 
nevertheless hard to combat due to 
its accessibility. The firemen were 
obliged to tear down some of the low- 
er floor partition in the Donahue 
home before the flames were finally 
put out. The actual damage was 
largely confined' to the lower apart- 
ment, though there was some smoke 
damage throughout the entire house. 
Traffic in the vicinity of the fire was 
handled by Officers James K. Parrel!

Miss Maribel Vinson of Winchester, 
17-year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Thomas M. Vinson of High street, in 
competition with the best women com- 
petitors in the world, finished fourth 
in the women's figure skating event 
held during last Saturday's Olympic 
winter sports program at St. Moritz, 
Switzerland. 

The defeat of Beatrix Loughran of 
New York, popular favorite to win the 
title, provided the chief sensation for 
the program for the day. 

The judge's decision, announced late 
Saturday night awarded the figure 
skating title to Sonja Henie, 10-year- 
old Norwegian girl, with Miss Lough- 
ran. third, second place going to Frit- 
zi Burger of Austria, and fourth to 
Maribel Vinson.

The occasion wa- the regular month- 1 
ly meeting of the club and Ur. Smith's ' 
address was preceded by the usual 
dinner and social hour. 

While the present cost of public 
school education seems vastly in- 
creased over that of former year-. Dr. 
Smith felt that in reality the rise is ' 
not after all so great when one takes 
into account the wonderfully increased 
enrollment in the schools, and espe- 
cially in high schools where the cost 
of education i- greatest. Each year, 
sees more and more pupils entering J 
high school from the grammar 
grades while the proportion continu- 
ing through high school t.. graduation : 
is materially larger. 

Again Dr. Smith Stated the actual 
cost of education has not increased as 
much a< gross figures would lead one ' 

to suppose when the deeiea-e in Val- 
ue of th. dollar i- taken into account. 
The average purchasing power of the" 
dollar as opposed to the full value in 
IU\'\ is at the present time about »'.! 
cents, making an expenditure of al- 
most twice as much necessary to at- 
tain desired results.

Is Krakatoa lighting the fuse for 
another explosion ? 

The tiny island volcano in Sunda 
Strait, between Java and Sumatra, 
already has tossed out another little 
land mass into the adjacent waters. 
The Hutch Government, recalling the 
terrific eruption of lhS.'i, has sent out 
radio warnings to both the Suma- 
tran- and Javanese. 

That explosion was the most vio- 
lent in modern times, according to a 
bulletin from the National Geograph- 
ic Society's headquarters at Wash- 
ington, I>. C. It has been said that 
it made the biggest noise ever heard 
by the ear of man. Men and women 
still live in the Americas who recall 
the eruption, for, while they did not 
hear its record detonation, they saw 
the marvelous sunset- which its dust, 
circulating in the upper atmosphere, 
helped create. 

Sound Travels Four Hours 
The sound of the eruption was 
heard on Rodriguez Island, 3000 miles 
distant, four hours after the catas- 
trophe. It shot volcanic dust 2<i miles 
hi^rh and it was this dust that was 
caught up in a lofty wind and whirled 
around the earth in 13 days. It 
raised a tide in South America, 10,- 
000 miles away, and, nearer by, it 
threw up a wall of water more than 
100 feet high which traveled 400 
miles an hour. 

Two months before it exploded in 
1883 Krakatoa was regarded as an 
extinct volcano. 

No person who saw the eruption 
lived to tell the story. It snuffed out 
30,')00 lives. A Dutch pilot who 
miraculously escaped death at Anjer, 
25 miles from the volcano, supplies 
a vivid account of one effect of the 
disaster. 

About 6 o'clock in the morning I 
was walking along the beach, the pi- 
lot said. Looking out to sea I no- 
ticed a dark, black object through 
the gloom, traveling towards the 
shore. 

A Wall of Water 

At first sight it seemed like a low 



if South America:*' but to his own. 
people he is "the Liberator". It was 
under his leadership, between 1811 
and 1824, that the Spanish forces 
were pushed out of northern South 
America, and independence attained, 
The present countries of Venezuela. 
Columbia, Ecuador, Peru, and Boli- 
via all owe their existence to the 
liberating armies of Bolivar. Bolivia, 
at first "Alto Peru" showed her grat- 
itude by taking the name of her de- 
liverer. 

Fled for Life 

Bolivar was born to wealth and 
position in Venezuela and was educa- 
ted among sons of nobles in Spain: 
but he kept his early passion for the 
independence of his country and gave 
up all privileges and comforts to car- 
ry on the tight. He did not find the 
struggle easy. Time and again when 
Spain imported huge armies, and de- 
feated the revolutionaries, he had to 
flee for his life. In 1815 he went to 
Jamaica, spending his time writing 
in the cause of Venezuelan independ- 
ence. Later he went to Haiti, and 
there forming a small expedition, 
again entered the fight on the main- 
land, in 1817. 

Bolivar's drive for idependence be- 
gan in Nueva Granada (now Colom- 
bia I, then swept to his native Vene- 
zuela. Alternately he delivered these 
two countries, only to see them, in 
the early years of the independence 
movement, slip back repeatedly un- 
der Spanish control. 

Wanted Free Continent 
From the first Bolivar's aim em- 
braced more than the independence of i 
■ his native colony; he wanted to see | 
I all Spanish America free. In 1819 he 
found both Venezuela and Nueva 
Granada in the hands of the independ- I 
ents, and brought about their com- 
bination into a single nation, Colom- 
bia. Of this land of his creation he 
was made "Liberator President". 

In he turned south, and like 

Napoleon and Hannibal crossing the 
Alps, crossed the Andes into Ecuador 
There he defeated the S

small Colombian coast town. Toward 
the end of the year he died, crushed 
by the ingratitude that had been 
"hewn by his lieutenants. 

Death brought a realization 0 f Boli- 
var's greatness, and the Venezuela 
government took his remains rever- 
ently to Caracas, the capital. There 
they rest today in a handsome mauso- 
leum, which is a national and inter- 
national shrine.

Discoveries which have led some 
archei legist - to accept the view that 
the hidden city of Petra, near the 
Dead Sea. is the ival "Mount Sinai" 
from which Moses obtained his laws, 
gives that mysterious and unique 
city a new interest. A bulletin from 
the Washington. D. C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society- 
tells of Petra and its unusual site. 

Petra is like a fairy city hidden in 
mountain, say.- the bulletin. It is as 
though a huge peak had been disem- 
boweled and the ancient city set down 
in the chasm. 

Enter Throogh Canyon 
The old entrance to the city, which 
was an important factor in its 
used today.

The hour bell of the chime at the 
Unitarian Church was removed from 
the belfry Wednesday afternoon and 
shipped to the foundry at Watervliet, 
N. V.. to be recast. The bie bell, 
while striking at a recent church 
service, gave out a most unpleasant 
note and en investigation disclosed a 
three-inch crack in the circumference 
where the tolling hammer struck. 

Such breaks are unusual, the E. 
Howard Clock Company of Boston 
from whom the chimes were pur- 
chased stating that nothing of the 
kind had happened to their hells un- 
der similar conditions for the past 'J"> 
years. It is not out of the ordinary 
to have a bel! split during the course 
of a fire, but no apparent cause could 
be discovered for the crack in the 
local bell. 

The chimes of which the broken 
bell is one were given to the Unita- 
rian Church in 1924 by Mr. Jere 
Downes and his sister. Miss Elizabeth 
Pownes, in memory of their mother. 
They are of bell metal, a copper and 
tin alloy. 77 parts copper to 23 parts 
East India tin. Cast in the foundry 
of the E. Howard Clock Company at 
Watervliet. N. Y., a foundry of ' 100 
years' experience, the chimes have 
been highly commended for their 
beautiful tonal qualities. While the 
cracked bell is at the foundry to be 
recast it will also be retimed and put 
in perfect condition. It is hoped that 
it will be returned to Winchester be- 
fore Easter.

As 
the holder walks or rides he spins the 
cylinder upon which the prayer is 
written hundreds of times.

He 
could appoint to the next vacancies 
in the Supreme Court Jurists who 
could undo the strong support given 
to the ISth amendment by the Court 
in the past eight years. Whether 
prohibition will stay depends in large 
measure on the interpretation of the 
courts a fact clearly stated by As- 
sistant Attorney General Mabe 
Walker Willebrandt at the Washing- 
ton Conference of the National W. C. 
T. I'. It is almost literally true to 
say that every wet argument against 
pr< hibition has been answered by the 
Supreme Court, as constituted at 
present, in its decisions; and if the 
public were not ignorant of this the 
wet propaganda would not get so far. 
Justices of this court have been ap- 
pointed for life and may retire at 
the age of 70. It is to be expected 
there will be vacancies on that high 
bench in the next administration. 
That is one reason why the wets want 
to elect the next president; they want 
a man whose vivws aye all against 
prohibition; a man who favors liquor. 
The public expects such a man to ap- 
point to courts and other offices men 
of his own views.

Put the question persists: Why 
does the moon produce the higher 
tidis when the sun pulls on the earth 
183 time- a- strongly? 

The t. tal pull of body on another, 
and it-i tide-producing force are not 
the same. The tide on the earth re- 
sults from the difference between the 
pulls on the center of the earth and 
on the near and far side-. These are 
the pulls that tend to separate the 
waters and the earth, and therefore 
to pile the waters up. And it will be 
seen on close thought that two weak 
forces that are considerably different, 
operating one on the earth and one 
en the waters, can cause a greater 
separation than two very strong 
forces that are nearly equal. 

Lifcht and gravitation act somewhat 
alike in that each grows weaker as 
the source of light or gravitational 
pull is moved farther and farther 
away, and that both grow weaker 
very rapidly— in proportion to the 
distance of the source multiplied by 
it-elf. The differences in gravita- 
tional pul! on which tides depend, can 
be visualized, therefore, by an experi- 
ment with licrht.

Now hold the paper in th. same 
way at a distance of in or 12 feet 
from an even brighter light, or hold 
i: in the daytime at -uch a distance 
from a bright window. You know 
that there is -tii! a difference in the 
degree of illumination of the two 
sides, but it is so very tiny that you 
can riot detect it. 

The two point- on which the sun 
pulls to make the near tide — the sur- 
face of the ocean nearest the moon 
and the earth's center — are 4000 miles 
apart, and thi- 4000 mile- is a tiny 
fraction of the earth-sun distance, a 

little over four-one-hundi ed-thou- 
sandths. In the case of the moon this 
same 4000 miles is a relatively large 
fraction of the earth-moon distance - 
1666 one-hundred-thousands. 

When all the value- for distance 
and mass ari , inserted in the rather 
formidable equations for the pull- of 



the moon at the center of the earth 
arid at the surface, and for the pulls 
oi the sun a those points, it works out 
that the difference in the moon's pulls 
are roughly two-and-a-quarter times 
the difference in th.- sun'.- pulls. The 
mocn, therefore, exerts two-and-quar- 
ter times the tide producing power

FIRST ADJOURNED TOWN 
MEETING SESSION HELD 



^ense of Meeting Vote to Remove 
"Tree"— Action on Junior 
High Postponed 



Once again there was plenty of 
room for all those who wished to at- 
tend the first adjourned session of the 
annual Town Meeting, only 522 vot- 
ers gathering Monday evening in the 
Town Hall for the consideration of 
several articles over which there had 
apparently been considerable pre- 
Rieeting interest. 

Moderator George B, Hayward 
opened the session by reading the reg- 
istrars of voters' certificate, giving 
The results of the recent re-count in 
connection with the contests at the 
annual election for the offices of Se- 
lectmen and Assessor. The newly 
elected Selectman, Harry W. Stevens 
of Winthrop street, had been sworn 
in previous to the meeting. 

The articles of the warrant were 
not taken up in order and keeping 
track of the business transacted was 
rather a difficult feat. Article 17 was 
first discussed. Inserted in the war- 
rant to see whether the Town would 
vote to "interest" the Selectmen in 
the removal of the big elm on Church 
street at the Winchester Trust Com- 
pany, it had aroused considerable 
feeling. President George F. Arnold 
of the local Chamber of Commerce 
introduced a motion seeking to place 
the question of the tree's removal 
upon the ballot at the next annual 
Town Meeting. This motion was de- 
clared out of order and a succeeding 
motion offered by Jonas A. Laraway 
to indefinitely postpone the article 
was lost. Mr, Laraway stated that 
the Selectmen needed no delegated 
authority to remove the tree and fur- 
ther announced that for the past 10 
years the tree warden had an order 
to cut down the elm, an order which 
because of public sentiment it had 
been considered best to ignore. At 
this point a recommendation was of- 
fered by the Finance Committee that 
it be the sense i f the meeting to re- 
move the tree. The sense-of-the-meet- 
ing vote was passed by the somewhat 
close vote of J t'J to 198.

The last three composition.- were 
well contrasted— the yearning Dreams 
of Wagner, with its beautiful violin 
si lo by Mr. Heinrich Graeser; the 
languorous swing of Granados' Span- 
ish Dance, and the sprightly Dance of 
the lb urs from "La Gioconda", In. 
response to the enthusiastic applause 
at the end of the program Mr. Fied- 
ler led his band in a Hungarian Dance 
by Monti. 
' It should be a source of great sat- 
isfaction to The Fortnightly that it 
has been able to give its members 
and guests such a thoroughly fine 
musical entertainment as this con- 
cert by the Boston Sinfonietta.

To the Editor of the Star: 

As there seems to be a misunder- 
standing as to the overcrowded condi- 
tion at the Noonan School it might 
be well to discuss the situation at this 
time when we seem about to embark 
upon an ambitious secondary building 
progra m. 

About a month before the closing 
of this year's warrant, there was 
created at a meeting of the Noonan 
School Mothers' Association, a com- 
mittee to draw up an article for this 
year's Town Meeting Warrant. The 
purpose of this article was to request 
the town to enlarge the Noonan School 
at an approximate cost of $75,000. 
The committee of ten citizens from 
the Noonan district met and voted to 
write the article and ask the School 
Committee to sponsor jt jn the war- 
rant. It seemed to them expedient 
that the condition of this school re- 
ceive attention and relief before any 
other extensive program should be 
planned. 

Accordingly a meeting was ar- 
ranged between our committee and Mr. 
Stone and Mr. Tucker of the School 
Hoard. At this meeting our commit- 
tee received the impression that the 
addition to the Noonan School would 
take precedence over any other school 
project and that the School Commit- 
tee had been closely observing condi- 
tions in our district and was thorough- 
ly aware of the emergency. 

So that our committee decided not 
to insert an article in this year'.-, war- 
rant, feeling that next year the situ- 
ation would be relieved. 

However, with the building if a 
grammar school and the great ex- 
pense of this project, we now feel that 
the citizens of the town should know 
that they have two emergencies fac- 
ing them instead of one. 

The Noonan School has. besides the 
small kindergarten and assembly hall, 
six small classrooms each planned 
to accommodate but 35 pupils at the 
outside. In some instances during the 
present year extra seats have been 
placed in a room, but in pitch case 
there is left hardly space enough in 
which the teacher may turn around. 

Then in our second grade loom 
which can accommodate only 35 pu- 
pils we will have next year at least 
55 pupils. This year we have 35 pu- 
pils seated in th.' regular first grade 
loom am! 20 extra first grade chil- 
dren are in a little room that is whol- 
ly inadequate for the purpose of 
housing I hem. 

We understand that it has been 
suggested that the additional second 
grade next year be seated in the kin- 
dergarten and the little kindergart- 
ners be placed in the assembly hall. 
This year we have 'if pupils in the 
kindergarten, 

Our committee is of the opinion 
that putting- these small children in 
the assembly ball will he a menace 
to their health. 

And aggravating this whole con- 
dition is the new development which 
branches out from the school on the 
north and west, several new houses 
havimr beer built this year and per- 
mits having been obtained for sev- 
eral more. 

Also the Assembly Hall of the 
school is inadequate. It can hold but 
' a | art of the parents -it one time and 
I at exhibitions the pupils must stay in 
I their rooms until called upon to do 
I their part in the program. 

It has thus seemed wis,, at this time 
for us to place these facts before the 
•town so that they will know that in 
1 planning their secondary program 
I they have not yt 1 comnleted the 
| housing of the pupils of the elemen- 
i tnry frades.

Winchester's interest in the fate of 
the Eastern Steamship Company's 
liner, Robert E. Lee. which went on 
the rocks iff Manomet Point in a se- 
vere storm while on her way from 
Boston to New York last Friday night 
was increased considerably when it 
became known that four residents of 
the town were among the 150, pas- 
sengers aboard. 

Mrs. F. W. McLean of 0 Lewis 
road, Robert Apsey of 19 Symmes 
1 road. Jerome B. Foster of 1 Cliff 
I street and Dean Symmes of 10 Madi- 
son avenue sailed upon the ill-fated 
steamer for New York and it was 
with relief that their respective fam- 
ilies learned of their safe arrival upon 
shore. 

Messrs. Apsey and Foster, mem- 
bers of the Winchester Chapter of the 
G«mma Eta Kappa fraternity, were 
on the first leg of a trip to Philadel- 
phia where they were to attend the 
rational convention of the order. The 
former is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 0. 
W. Apsey of Symmes road and is as- 
sociated in the Insurance business 
with his father in Boston. Foster is 
the son of Mrs. Malinda A., and the 
late F. Jerome Foster and makes his 
home with his mother on Cliff street. 
He is employed by the Colonial Ma r - 
l>le Company. 

Both Foster and Apsey were among 
the last to leave the wrecked steam- 
ship. They were taken eff by one of 
the power" dories from the Manomet 
Light and Wood End Coast Guard 
Station-, and transferred to the Reve- 
nue Cutter Bonham, in which they 
were taken to Plymouth.

As we have told you be! 
Winchester Red Cms- continue; 
to play its part in the life of the 
community. It helps those who are 
in need without giving any publicity 
to the individuals thus served. 

Many persons think of the Red 
Cross as an organization that serves 
only in emergencies. As a matter of 
fact, its greatest work in many re- 
spects is done quietly and unobtru- 
sively. 

Here is a story of one of its ac- 
complishments. The little inmates 
of a children's home were more than 
half underweight. A new beard, 
composed of an intelligent group of 
women, made an investigation, found 
that food bills were heavy and the 
physical results poor. 

Market orders, for instance, showed 
the purchase of large amounts of 
bologna and wiener sausages, while- 
milk averaged only a pint a day for 
each child, and the amount of but- 
ter and other fats was inadequate, 

To remedy conditions, a Red 
Cross nutritionist was called in to 
aid. The acting superintendent told 
this Red Cross worker that the chil- 
dren did not have hot suppers be- 
cause the cook did not like to stay 
late in the afternoon. Hot cereals 
were not served in the morning be- 
cause the cook did not want to give 
the time or bother to use the tireless 
cooker. 

The nutritionist now too!; charge. 
A new cook was installed. When 
oatmeal was served for breakfast, 
some of the children did not like it 
because they had never tasted it be- 
fore. One little boy cried at first be- 
cause the superintendent insisted 
that he eat it, but later he was the 
tiist one at the table on oatmeal 
mornings. An explanation was al- 
so required to persuade the children 
to eat wheat cereal-. 

At the end of the second month of 
the rule of the Red Cross nutrition- 
ist, only one child was found to be 
underweight out of the 52, 

The 17 children of school age in 
the home were instructed in nutri- 
tion and received their Red Cross 
certificates. 

We members of the Winchester 
Chapter of the Red Cross are telling 
you these stories through the gener- 
osity of the Editor of the Star, be- 
cause we want you to become better- 
acquainted with the inr.er workings of 
the great national organization. 

The Red Cross attracts national 
attention by the work it does when, 
for instance-, a California dam breaks 
and the waters sweep down a fertile 
valley.

the Other hand turn a deaf ear to any 

or all requests or suggestions sub- 
mitted hy the residents of this end of 
i he town, 

The time i- also mar at hand when 
the Scho.d Committee of our Town 
.-hall be demanded to lay their cards 
on tlm table before us. 

Now to tret hack to our crowded 
school. The building at the present 
time is over crowded and no one 
know- what will become of the pupils 
next September when schools open for 
the next term. Our first grade room 
has an overflow of some L'o or more 
pupils who are now sitting in a room 
which is entirely inadequate. 

The sanitary accommodations at 
the school are certainly absurd in my 
belief. For instance a first grade girl 
in leaving her i lassroom is obliged 
to walk the length of the lower corri- 
dor in a southerly direction, up a 
llight of stairs and then in a northerly 
direction, the entire length of the uii- 
per corridor to reach the sanitary. To 
arrive at her classroom again she is 
obliged to cover the same course. 

Now I ask the citizens of this town 
if this is not a frightful state of af- 
fairs existing at the Xoonan School? 
Any citizen of this town who cares to 
check me up on these facts should pay 
;> visit to this school, and observe for 
t hemsel ves.

She offered an 
amendment to Mr. Pike's motion that 
the committee should report at the 
special Town Meeting in June. Mr. 
Carleton opposed the passing of the 
amendment, feeling that action at 
the Noonan School could well wait 
another year. The amendment was 
put and lost upon an aye and nay 
vote which was very close. Several 
voters who had supported Mrs. ( 'on- 
ion's amendment arose after Modera- 
tor Hayward hail declared the amend- 
ment lost as if to question the vote. 
No specific request for a poll of the 
vote was made, however, and Mr. 
Pike's original motion was passed as 
he had presented it. Following the 
rejection of Mrs. ('onion's amend- 
ment Mrs. Lorence Woodside spoke 
upon the present poor conditions at 
the Noonan building and particular- 
ly felt that the school assembly hall 
should not be used as a class room. 

While Article 10 was open Whit- 
field L. Tuck sffered a motion that 
a committee of three b" appointed by 
the moderator to investigate and re- 
port at the next Town Meeting upon 
the question of having the Finance 
Committee elected by the voters.

It would be tine, if 
allowing boys to run their teams 
could decimate these weaknesses, but 
we do rmt believe that the absence <>f 
the coach from the playing bench can 
make for much of anything but tn>u- 
ble. Student captains are too easily 
influenced by self-appointed coaches 
whose advice is seldom impartial and 
rarely of any value. It seem- hardly 
fair to expect results from a coach 
while at the same time handicapping 
him in hi- efforts to produce them. 
Few coaches, we believe, will favor 
the new idea and any athletic- instruc- 
tor has plenty of worries as things 
now are without adding t" them the 
necessity of ironing out internal di-- 
sention which is rather apt to occur 
when the idea- of the schoolboy cap- 
tain and his team-mates are at vari- 
ence. Then too, if the new scheme 
were to i>e extended, as there is some 
talk of doing, to include football and 
basketball, parents would tie looking 
to the coach to protect the physical 
well being of their offspring when in 
effect he could not remove a boy from 
play even if he would. We are ab- 
solutely opposed to the idea of a 
schoolboy running a football team 
while in action. The game has pro- 
gressed altogether too far in recent 
years to make such procedure safe. 
No playei is in any position to know 
when a fellow player has had enough. 
He himself i- too busy, and few teams 
have squad doctors to assume this all 
important responsibility. Finally, 
one of the Strongest points which 
proponents make for school athletics 
i- the benefit which participants de- 
rive fiom the discipline to which they 
are thereby subjected. It is in the 
actual games that obedience to orders 
means most. We believe that the 

average schoolboy eapain is for a 
whole lot of reasons going to be un- 
able to maintain any sort of discipline 
worthy of the name. It i- unfair to 
expect him to, At present about the 
only healthy restraint to which the 
young idea is at all subjected is that 
imposed by the physical directors and 
coaches. Everywhere, except upon 
the athletic field, the youthful will is 
allowed unusually free scope, The 
STAR favors this restraint as a 
steadying influence in the whirlwind 
of present day youthful freedom, and 
would preserve it. Hoy-- and girls 
have- plenty of opportunity to display 
initiative under the present sports 
system which it would seem has been 
proven a good one.

conference or elsewhere. In view of

, town a year ago, providing for the ap- 
pointment of an independent commit- 
tee to consider that, matter, and to 
advise the town this March concerning 

lit, such an assurance by the School 
Committee, which was not given, 

I would have been obviously absurd. If 
there has been one subject of town 
affairs more talked about than an- 
other in recent months, it has been the 

I proposal of the Committee on Second- 

. ary. School Facilities to take this year 

i the necessary steps preliminary to ob- 
taining a new secondary school or 
junior high school at the earliest pos- 
sible moment;— a proposal which has 
now been undertaken, 

With the construction of the N'oon- 
an School, to which Mr. McDonald re- 
fer-, the School Committee as such 
had nothing to do, It has. however, 
carefully watched and studied the sit- 
uation there at all times. It recently 
reported to the town,— as indeed we 

: had previously stated at the confer- 
ence above referred to - , that the next 
elementary school construction prob- 
lem was to be met ill that district. 
As. however, six out of eight rooms 
in the N'oonan School have pupils 
or le-s, and only one has 40, we would 
have been in no way justified in going 
to the town for action this year. 
Whether action should be taken next 
year will doubtless appear from tin 
report of the special committee, for 
the appointment of which, with our 
cordial approval, the voters have re- 
cently and wisely provided. 

As the conference above referred to 
was attended by only two members of 
the School Committee, this letter is 

signed only by them, hut is published 



with the express approval id* each of 

the other members.

Chinese now resident in Ihe 
I'nited States, .says a bulletin from 
th< Washinuton, I». <'. head(|uarteis 
cf the National Geojrraphic Society, 
Canton was first Chinese seaport to 
come in contact with the outside 
world. Her people in the earliest 
times became sailors, traders ami ad- 
venturers, .-.1 it is natural that front 
this southern dtj should have started 
that Chinese exodus which has popu 
latpd the* shores of the Pacific. 

From this same region some H.*» IHMI 
Chinese have gone tu the Philip|)ines, 
about 25.000 in Hawaii, and more 
than a million each in .lava, Siam, 
Formosa and Singapore. For im.st 
of these emigrants Canton was port 
of departure on their great adventure 
and must of them came from the sur- 
rounding rlistrii",. 

( anion 1 hi- Eye of China 

Arabs traded extensively by sen 
with Canton in the. Middle Ages. 
Portuguese traders arrived at the 
mouth of the river during the first 
quarter of the 16th century, bring- 
ing, it is said, a cargo of pepper. Fur, 
lish ships and traders did not come 
upon the scene till more than 1 u< 1 
years later, but from that time until 
after the Opium War Treaty of 1842 
Canton was the only Chinese porl 
permitting foreign trade. It N said 
that the Manch'i dynasty favored this 
arrangement since Canton was the 
farthest great seaport from their 
capital. 

Th\is. for more than 300 years Can- 
ton alone of Chinese cities ramp in 
touch with Western lands. Her peo- 
ple grew accustomed to foreigners 
and their methods and were the first 
to emigrate in large numbers. 

Chinese emigration to America be- 
gan with the discovery of puld in 
California in 1S1X and Chinese labor 
was in further demand on the trans- 
continental railroads. By 1880 there 
were 105,465 Chinese in the United 
States. Then came the first of the 
exclusion measures in lKti2. Since 
that time America's Chinese popula- 
tion ha< decreased some 40 per cent. 
Mure than half of American Chinese 
live on the Pacific coast. In all the 
I'nited States there are fewer than 
8000 Chinese women. 

Coming from the neighborhood of 
Canton. American Chinese largely 
use the Canton dialect, which so dif- 
fers from the .spoken language of the 
rest of China a? to be totally unintel- 
ligible to a native of Peking. Can 
tonpse speech has a rantre of eitrht 
tones while in Peking but four tones 
are used. Written symbols are. how- 
ever, the same and tan be readily 



comprehended in any pari of China, 
as the samq musical score can be 
played in Italy and Russia. The 
American sojourner in China, who, us 
a rule, learns the Peking or Mandarin 
dialect finds upon his return to the 
United States that he cannot con- 
verse with the Cantonese laundry- 
man or restaurant waiter, but if he 
has learned to write Chinese charac- 

! ters communication can be carried oil 

) in this medium. 

One-Fifth Laundry men 
According to the census of L920, of 

J the -12 races and nationalities in this 
country the Chinese population is 
2Sth. There are about one half as 
many Chinese as Japanese in the I'ni- 
ted States. Although mining first 
attracted the Chinese to America on 
Iv 150 Chinese miners i-sist here to- 
day. Some 12,000 Chinese, one-fifth 
of the total population in America 
are in the laundry business. About 
the same number are restaurant 
keepers, waiters and servants, On 
the Pacific coast are many Chinese 
truck gardni rs, small fai mei -. and 
misery men. San Francisco, New 
York and other large cities contain 
Chinese merchant and bunking firm* 
which carry on extensive business 
ope rat ions. 

Some uf these importing and ex 
porting houses have a steady trade in 
such staple proline's as -illy, t.-a. 
porcelain, dried eggs, bristles and 
wood oil. tube. Chinese products, 
such as hair nets and Ma Jong sets 
follow the whims of fashion. Chin 
ese rugs, embroideries, and objects of 
art have increased greatly in Western 
demand during the last decade.
